Churches, both of the Popiſh, and #he

der the Pope. 

As touching their power, the Gallican Clergy 


flands more fiontly to their Naturel Rights againſt 


the Encroachments and Uſurpations of the See of 
Rome, than any other that liveth under the Pope 7 
Authority ; which they acknowledge ſo far only,as is 
conſiſtent with their own Privileges, and the Rights 
of their Soveraign : for it was long e re they could 
ſubmit to the Decrees of the Conneilof TRENT, 
nor have they yet admitted of the Inquiſition. 

The DoStors of the Sorbon, art: ana toge- 
ther with the Parliament of Paris, the principal 
Pillars of the French Liberty, whereof they are ex- 
ceeding Jealous, as well in matters I" a 
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When Gerſon Chaxcellonr of Paris , had publi- 
ſbed a Book, in approbation off the Council of Con- 
Nance ; where.it was EnaGied that the Authority of 
the Council was greater than that of the Pope , the

About the ſame time died Irenens, - Henry of Erford, Ado, and other 
Martyr-writers do hold, That he was martyred with many more for the 
Confeſſion and Doctrine of Chriſt, about the fourth or fifth year of Se 
verus, This Irenexs, as he was aigreat Writer, fo was he greatly com- 
mended of Tertwlliax for his Learning, whom he calleth, Omnium do- 
frinarum curiofiſimum exploratorem, a great ſearcher of all kind of learn- 
ing. In the time of this Irenexs, the fiate of the Church was much 
troubled, not only for the outward perſecution of the foreign enemy, 
but alſo for divers Seas and Errours then fiirring, againſt which he di- 
ligently labourcd, and wrote much, although but tew Books be now 
remaining, 

Calixtus ſucceeded Zepherinus Biſhop of Rome, and after him Ur- 
banyus, which both (as ſome Writers athrm) did ſuffer under the Em- 
perour Alexander Severus : This Calixtus in his two decretal Epiſtles 
written to Bexedicws, and to the Biſhops of Frence, giveth forth divers 
Ordinances concerning the Biſhops and Miniſters of the Church. Vin- 
centius affirmeth, that Calixtas was tied to a great ſtone, and fo ont 
of a window was thrown into a ditch, 

--Uinder the Emperour Decins (as Gregory of Toxrs obſerveth ) Gra= 
tian came to Toxrs to preach the Goſpel among the Pagans, Ann Chri- 
fi 252. Saturninus preached at Tholouſe, and was the firſt Biſhop of 
that place. Dionyfins alſo came to Paris, where he was Biſhop, and 
ſuffered Martyrdom : This is he who is falſly named Dionyſins, or De- 
#15 the Arcopagite, Saturninus alſo was thrown down from the Ca- 
pitol of Tholouſe : Ruſticus and Eleutherins alſo there ſuffered Mar- 
tyrdom. 

n The Author of St. Omer's Life rclateth, that Fuſcianus and Vifori- 
1s the Companions ot Dionyſius preached at the ſame time the Faith 
of Chriſt. That St. @zintin did the ſame among the Ambianians, 
and ſuffered Martyrdom. ; 

Aurelius Probus being invelted with the Empire, Anno 276. went 
into Fraxce where he rcgaincd ſixty Towns out of the Barbarians 
hands, and killed of them ncar ſeventy thouſand. Having quieted all 
things in Fraxce, he went into Sclavoria, and overcame the Nations in 
Scythia : And being gone thence into the Eaſt, he 'gave battel to the 

Perſians, ard having overcome them, and taken ſome of their Ciries, 
as he was returning to Italy, paſſing through Sclavonia, he was killed 
at Sirmium by the Soldiers, Anno 282, . 

M. Aurelius Carus, born at Narbon in France, ſaccecded Probus, 
who ſoon after Created his Sons Carinus and Naumerianns Czfars ; And 
having ſent Carinus into France, to keep it in peace, he with his Son 
Numerianus went againſt the Perſians; there, having overcome: Meſo- 
potamia, he was ſtrucken dead by a Thunderbolt. Numerianus was ſlain 
by the conſpiracy of Aper his Father in Law. Cariuns was ſlain by a

Tribune, whoſe Wife he. had:defloured : Dioclefian fucceeded! him, 

Dioclefian upon his Eſtabliſhment, aſſociated unto him Maximianus 
Hercules in the. Government of the Empire, and they both choſe Con- 
flantins Chlorus and Galerius to be their Colleagues, and they were 
Created Czſars, 

- In the time before the Tenth Perſecution, the Church of Chriſt hav= 
ing had above forty years of outward rcft and peace through the con- 
nivance and indulgence of ſome Emperours (viz. from the death of 
Valerian until the ninetcenth year of Dzocleſian) this proſperity being 
abuſed by the Clergy, and other Chrifiians unto idlencſs, contentions, 
&c, moved the Lord to {courge them z whereupon tollowed that ſharp 
and crucl Perfecution under Diocleſian : Maximianus in the Weſt, and 
Diocleſian in the Eaſt bent all their Forces to root out the profeſſion of 
Chriſtian Religion 3 Dzocleſian endeavoured to deſtroy all the Churches 
and Temples of the Chrittians, that they might not Aſſemble together 
to Pray, and to uſe Divine Service 3 he burnt all the Books he could 
gct of the Holy Scripturc, and would not permit any man if he were a 
Chriſtian to hold any Office or Magiltracy : The Soldiers being Chri- 
ſtians, which would not renounce ticir Faith, he caſhiercd, and depri- 
ved of all military honour, and ſome of their lives, Many of the Bi- 
ſhops were plundered, flain and martyred, Great Crueltics were excr- 
cilcd againit the Chriltians in Egypt, Syria, Phrygia, and in other parts. 
Vincentins faith, That at Triers (which is a City ſituated by the River 
Moſella ) one Rietionarins excrciled fo great cruelty, that the River was 
red with the blood of the Chriſtians that were ſlain. In France Tike- 
wiſc he {cnt Poſts up and down hither and thither with Decrces, and 
expreſs Commiilions to this end, that in whatſoever place any Chri- 
tian was found, he ſhould preſently be put to death. 

But theſe two bloody Emperours, {ceivg the number of the-Chri- 
ſtians rather to encreaſe than to diwiniſh, notwithſtanding all the cru» 
clty that thcy could ſhew, and having now (as it were) their fill of 
blood, they ceaſed at laſt of thcir own accord to put any more Chris 
ſtians to death and finding themſelves not able to deſtroy the Church, 
they gave over the Empire, and became. private men. 

Conſtantins Chlorns, and Maximinus Galerius ſucceeded in the Em- 
pire, Conſftantius parted the Empire with Galerins, and would Rule 
but in Britain, Spain and France, Galerius choſe to him his two Sons, 
Maximinus and Severus ,.and Conſtantins took Conitantine his Son Ces 
far under him, Conjtantins was 2 great ſupporter oft the Chriſtians 3 
And when in the other Juriſdictions of the Empire the Congregations 
of the Chriſtians were moleſted with-Pcrſecntions, Contantins gave lt 
berty to the Chriliians,

the Empire : Conftantine who Ruled France, did not only ab- 
ſtain from ſhedding Chriſtian blood, but alſo had the Chri- 

ſtians in great clicem : Nazarizs and Patera were-eſtcemed rare Ora- 

tours in France, living at that time, 

The Hiſtorics of thoſe Times make mention of one Sebaſtian a Mar- Fox Att. & Moz 
tyr, he being born in that part of France called Galia Narbonenſis, was " Vet > 
a Chriſtian, anda Lieutenant General in the Army of Diecleſfian, who 
alſo encouraged many Martyrs of Chrift by his Exhortations unto Con- 
lancy, and kept them .in the Faith He being therefore accuſed to 
Dioelefian, was apprehended, and brought into the open field, where 
of his own Soldiers he was thruſt through the body with innumerable 
arrows, and after that his body was throwm into a jakes or fink, 

St. Ambroſe makes mention of this Sebaſtian the Martyr in his Com- 
mentary upon the 118. Pſalm, 

Conſtantine reſtored. Peace unto the Church, Anno 311. he Reigned 
thirty and two years great Tranquility enjoyed the Church under this 
good Emperour. Before he had ſubdued Lictniry, he ſet forth many 
Edidts for the reſtitution of the Goods of the Church, for the revo- 
king the Chriſtians out of Exile, for taking away the Difſentions of 
the Doctors out of the Church, for the ſctting of them free from pub-

Fulian was lain in battel againſt the PerſianF, having -governet the 
Empire after the death of Conftantizs one year and'{ſeven months. Then 
Fovian was ſaluted Emperour, who being a profeſſor bf the Chriftian 
Faith, reje&ed the Arians; but he died of a ſurfeit in the eighth month 
of his Reign. Then Valentinian was Elected Emperour, a man can- 
fant in the Chriſtian Faith 3 but he diced of an Apoplexy in the twelfth 
year of fiis Government, leaving his Son Gratian to ſucceed him in the 
Empire; who after the death of Valens his Uncle, had the Govern- 
ment both of Eaft and Weſt : his Brother Valentinian was his Col- 
league in the Government of the Weſt, Gratzan in the beginning of 
his Reign reduced from-baniſhment thoſe Biſhops whom YValens that 
Arian Perſecutor had banithed : Gratian was ſlain by Andragathing, 
Captain of the Army of Maximus , who uſurped the Empire of the 
Weſt, by fraud and treachery near Lioas in France, where he made his 
abode. But Theodoſins, 'a man ot Noble Parentage in Spain, to whom 
Gratian had committed the Government of the Eaft, being mindful of 
the kindneſs of Gratian toward him, td an Army againtt Maximus : 
The Captains of Maximus's Army hereupon delivered him 'bound to 
Theodoſius, who put him to death :: Andragathins, who ſlew Gratian, 
Keing no way to cfcape threw himſelt head-long into the Sea, and fo 
rrithed. | KSL: 
Not long aftcr, Exgeninus by the Power of the Earl Arbogaftes, Us 
ſurpced the Government, Anno 391. And the year following, the ſaid 
Arbogaſtes flew V alentinian at Vienna in France : Epiphanins faith, he 
was ſtrangled in his Palace. |

Year 375. A man to be admired above all his Predecefſors for Piety, 
whom the Emperours themſelves have had in great eſteem 3” and a» 
mong, 
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mong the 1eftt Maxim, who feaſted. him Ammo 336. in. a Feaſt that his 
Wife the: Empreſs had prepared, who ſupplyed' the place of a Waiter: 
and Attendarit at! the Table her ſelf, Smlpitius Severus in the life of 
St.. Martin (heweth, that when heavas to be choſen Biſhop, one of the 
people- having taken the Pſalter in the place of the Reader then abſent, 
began to read the eighth Pſalm, where there was, Ut deſiruas inimi- 
cum &* defenſirem's, at which word defenſorem, the people cryed out 
againſt one Defenſor, who oppoſed Martix's Election to the Epiſcopas» 
cy. About this time the Monaſtical Profteihon came into Exrope, to 
which Ferome at Rome, and St. Martiz in. France did much contribute. 

'In the Year 446. the Pelagian Herefie having ſpread over all Bri- 
tain, the Britih Churches being infected therewith, King Vortigern: 
(ent for Germams Biſhop. of Anuxerres, and Lupus Biſhop of Troyes in 
Champagne out of France, men eminent for their Counſel and Doctrine, 
who confuting the Pelagians, gained to themſelves great eſteem among; 
the Britans, | 

After the return of Germanus and Lupus into their own Countrey, 
Pelagianiſm began to ſprout forth again in Britain ; But after three 
years, Germanus returning back again into Britain, brought with him: 
Severns , and the Pelagian Herefic was again condemned in a fecond+ | 
Synod. Britain being thus ſettled in good order, Germans went again. 
into France, and died ſoon after his return. 

In this Century fAlouriſhed other worthy Biſhops and Preachers in 
Fraxce, Enucherius Biſhop of Lions was then eminent, ſome of whoſe 
writings are yet extant, About this time Baronins ſpeaks of a Synod Baron, ad ann}- 
of - Anjox, which ſaith, Let none be Ordained Pricſts or Deacons, but #33: 

{uch as have one Wife only, who married Virgins. 

Hillary firſt Biſhop of Arles, and afterward (as appeareth) of Vienna, 
flouriſhed about the year 458. he oppoſed himſelt-directly to. Leo Bi- = 
ſhop of Rome, and would ackrowledge no Juriſdiction nor Domina» -a_ 
tion of the Biſhop of Rome over the Churches of France. Hilary cal- 2 
led himſelf Primate of the Churches of Gazls ſubject to_the Roman 
Empire, that is, of Provence and Daulphine : for the reſt of the Gazls 
was then held by the Viſigaths and by the Francks, The quarrel was, 
that Hilary conferred the degree of Biſhop in his Diocels, not exped- 
ing the conſent and approbation of the-Biſhop of Rome : but Leo 
would oblige him to acquaint the Roma See with it, and ta get his 
approbation. 

Upon that Leo ſends Letters to the Biſhops of Daulphine, where at- 
ter he hat! in Caciling words cxalted the Dignity of the. Roman See 3 Fe "178 
he addoth, 1-Jary, To 1rouble the State of the Church, and the Concord wry oty- 1 oY Con” 
of Biſhops, by new preſurnptions hath exceeded meaſure, defiring ſoto ſub» Viemenſem prove!

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But Hilery came to Rome, not regarding the Anathema's of Leo, and 
to his face affirmed, that neither -did Chriſt appoint Peter to be Head 
of the reſt of the Apoſtles, neither had the Biſhop of Rome a Sove- 
reignty over the Churches of France, 

In that ſtrife, Leo according to his cuſtom had his recourſe to Valex- 
tinian, who preſently without hearing what Hilary could fay for him- 
ſelf, gave ſentence for Leo, and made a Law which is extant in the 
Theodoſran Code among, the Novel Conſtitutions, in the 24 Title 3 
the Law runs in theſe words, Whereas the merit of Peter, who is the 
Prince of the Epiſcepal Society, and the Dignity of the Roman City, and 
Authority of the Sacred Synod, have eſtabliſhed the Primacy of the Apg- 
toltch See, let not preſumption attempt any lawful thing againſt the Au- 
thority of that See; for then ſhall the peace of the Churches be main- 
zained every where, if the Univerſaltty do acknowledge their Governour : 
In which words we may obſerve by the way, that Valentinian doth 
not ground the Popes Primacy upon the Word of God : He addeth, 
IWe Decree by a perpetual Ordinance, That it he not lawful, either to the 
Biſhops of Gauls, or to thoſe other Provinces to attempt any thing againſt 
the venerable Pope, &c. but that to them and to all, whatſoever the Am- 
thority of the Apoſtolick, See hath decreed, or ſhall decree, may be a Law, 
fo that what Biſhop ſoever being evocated to the judgement of the Roman 
Prelate, ſhall negle& to appear, he be conſtrained by the Governour of the 
Province to make his appearance, | ; 

But Valentinian being deprived of Africa by the Vandals of Africa, 
and of Spain, and Gaienne by the Gothes, and of moſt part of Gawls 
by the Franks,- nothing remaining to him but Italy, Srcily, Provence 
and Daulphine, all the Eaſt being in the power of Theodoſins, that Law 
was but of little force. x 

How much that Law was deſpiſed in the Empire of the Eaſt it is 
eafie to ſee; for in the Year 472. that 1s, about 22 or 23 years after 
that Law of Valentinian, a contrary Law was eſtabliſhed by the Em- 
perour Leo, ,which is the 16t" Law in the Code, De Sacroſan@iis Ece * 
cleſiis : The words of the Law are theſe, Whereby the Emperonr de- 
creeth, that the Church of Conſtantinople be the firſt of all Charches, aud 
the Biſhop of Conſtantinople be the firſt of all Biſhops : We judge -and 
decree, that the moſt holy Church of this Town, which is Mother of oxr 
Piety, and of all Chriſtians of the Orthodox Religion, and the moſt holy 
See of the ſame meſt Religions City, have all the privileges aud honours 
concerning the Creation of Biſhops, and tbe right of ſitting before others, 
&c. Baronius declaimeth againſt that Law of Leo, and faith, It pro- 
ceeded from him who is the Head over all the Sons of pride. 

' Then lived Sidonius Apollinaris,, Biſhop of Clermont in Auvergn, 
whoſe Epiſiles are extant, . great part of which are written to the Bi- 


ſhops of France his Colleagues 3 but in none of them is there any trace 
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of ſabjeQion to the Roman See, or of communication with the Biſhop - 
of Rome, The ſame Sidonins calls:Lwpns Biſhop of Troyes Biſhop of 
Biſhops, and the firſt Biſhop of the world, and faith, That he is ſitting 
in the Apoſtolick See, This Man' wrote all his Epiſtles .in Latin, and 
Preached alſo in Latin : In the tenth Epiftle of the fecond Book, he 
complaineth, That in bis time among the Vulgar, the purity and pro= 
perty of the Latin Tongue decayed, and degenerated into barbarouſ- 
nels. And in the Epiffle to Pope Perpetures (for then all the Biſhops 
that were a little more reſpected than the ordinary Biſhops, were cal- 
led Popes) there is a Latin Sermon made by the ſaid Sidonivs unto the 
people of Bourges, a certain proof that the people of Bowrges under- 
ſtood Latin. 

About this time flouriſhed Proſper of Aquitain , ſo called from his 
Countrey, not the place of his Biſhoprick, as Baronirs ſaith : He wrote ; 
De Vita Contemplatioa, Of a Contemplative Life : 1n his firſt Book, Chap. 

23. he preſcribeth, That the Preacher's Language be ſimple and plain, __

Salvianus Biſhop of Marſeilles lived then when the Nation of the Epigranmaraze*- al 
Goths oppreſſed France, and many began to doubt of the Providence rl coi 4 
of God, in regard that thoſe wicked wretches had got the upper hand, * © 8 
and proſpered ſo much in the world ; therefore he wrote an excellent _ 
Treatiſe, De Fudicio & Providentia Dei, to Salonius Bilhop of Vienna : 

One entitleleth him, Gallice Gentis Epiſcoporum Magiſtram, The Maſter 
of the Biſhops of the French Nation, 

Salonius wrote upon the Books of the Proverbs and Eccleſiaſtes. 

Claudianuus Mammertus Biſhop of Vienna is praiſed by Sidonius with Patr. Sym(, Ec- 
exceſſive commendations, as if all the Graces of Ferome, Auguſtine, © Hit 
Baſil, Nazianzen, and many other Fathers had been incorporated in > 
him. He wrote three Books De Statu Anime, Of the State of the Soul; S 
to the fame Sidoxivs, with two Epiſtles. How much the Popilh Biſhops 
differ :from thoſe Famous Biſhops that flouriſhed in thoſe dayes, the 
Reader may underſtand by this following Epitaph of Claudianus Mam- 2

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of France, Although Clovis was a Pagan before by Profeſſion, yet was 
he no enemy to the Chrftians, fitting himſelf to the humour of the 
Ganls, who generally followed the Chriſtian Religion. He ſuffered his - 
Wife likewiſe to Baptize her Chilren. Clotildadefired, nothing more caufins Holy _ 
than the Converſion of her Husband, which happened in this fort ; ©out: F433 og 
The Sxevi, a people of Germany, paſſed the Rhine with great Forces, | 
Commanded by many Kings, who were perſonally in the Army, and 
came to ruſh on the Gazls, with intentions to deſtroy the beginnings 
of the French Monarchy : Clovis ſpeedily oppoſeth- them with good 
Troops, for he likewiſe had drawn together to his Aid the Riberols, 
people near bordering on the Rhine, who were Allied to the French, 
and had firſt of all given notice of the Enterprize of the Swevi, who 
in a near degree threatned them. 

The encounter of the two Armies was near Colex, which was one 
of the moſt deſperate that we find in Hiftories, The King undertook 
the Conduct of the Cavalry, and had given unto Prince Sigebert his 
Kinſman, the Infantry : There was nothing but fre, tempeſts, deaths, 
and ſlaughters, ſo great was the refiftance on either fide : In the end 
Sigebert valiantly fighting, was wounded with an arrow, and born all 
bloody out of the battel by his Son. The Infantry (through the- ab * 
ſence of their Colonel) was defeated and put to rout. - Al] the burden 
of the battel fc]] upon the Cavalry, which did great exploits, fighting 
before the eyes of their King 3 but in the end; the ſhock of their enec- 
mies was ſo impetuous, that it brake through and ſcattered them, 
Clovis'covered with blood and duſt, performed the duty both of a great 
Captain and valiant Soldier; but notwithſtanding all his endeavours, 
terrour had ſo ſeized on theſe flying men, that his affairs grew defpe- 
rate ; Hereupon Awrelianus, the Kings great Favourite, perſwadeth 
him to make a vow unto God to be Baptized, if he returned vidori- 
ous from this batte}z which he did, calling aloud upon the God of his 
Wife, and promiſing an abſolute Converfion to the Chriſtian Faith. 

The word was mo ſooner ſpoken, but that his Troops rallied them- 
ſelves up, made head againſt their enemies, purſued them, ran through 
and routed them with fo great a maſſacre, that the fields were all co-

The preaching of Remigins was effetual with Clovis, and the Ex- 
ample of Clovis with his men of war : When he came to-the Church 
of Khemes to be Baptized, Remigius ſpake to him theſe words, Bend 
thy neck, to the yoke in mildneſi, worſhip that which thou halt burnt, and 
burn that which thou haſt worſhipped : He Anſwered ,-F worſhip the 
true God, which is the Father, Sou and Holy Ghoſt, the Creator of Hea- 
ven and Earth, The King being Baptized, exhorted his men to the 
ſame belicf; they cry all joyntly, We leave our Mortal Gods, and are 
ready to follow the Immortal. So Clovis was baptized at Rhemes by Re- 
mig, and with him three, thouſand of his Soldiers, to the incredi- 
dible joy of the Gazls, greatly: affected to Chriſtian Religion 3 and 
this perfected the union betwixt them and the French, making their 
yoke ealie, and them traGable, 

The firſt War he undertook after his Baptiſm, was againſt Gombaut 
King of Burgandy, who being vanquiſhed became Tributary to Clovis. 
Gombaut was an Arian, and this his Hereſte. drew upon him the ven» 
geance of God. Afterwards Clovis encountred with the Forces of 4la- 
ricus jn Aquitain, diſcomfiteth them, and kills Alaricxs, The hand of 
God thundred and lightened at that time upon many Diadems of He- 
retical Kings, viz. Gombant, Godemar , Chilperic, Godegiſfilus , Alari- 
cxs, and in the end on Theodorick, himſelf. 

- Remigius was a man of moſt holy Converſation, and beſides his ad- 
mirable ſanity, acknowledged throughout all France, he had the re- 
putation to be one of the moſt able and eloquent men of his time; 
witneſs Sidonius Apollinarius, who ſpeaking of his eloquence with ad- 
miration, faith, He thought there was not a man living upon the face 
of the earth, whom Remigius (urpaſſeth not, without any elaborate 
fudy at all, through the experience he had acquired of well-(peaking ; 
his conceptions were unimitable, his language ſo ſweet and polite, that 
it reſembled a: very ſmooth piece of ice, whereon. nothing might be 
{een unequal : His ſentences were full of weight, his arguments forci» 
ble, and his words glided along like a river, and ever bare in then 
{ome flaſhes of lightning at the end of his periods : He: was a very 
learned man, as by the Commentaries which he wrote upon the Old 
and New Teſtament evidently appeareth. 

Among the ColleQions of Aventinus, there is an Epiſtle with this 
Title, - The Epiſtle of tbe Biſhops of Germany and France to Pope Anaſia= 
fius : This was written in the time of King Clovis, 

Leporixs a French Monk made a flouriſh of the Neſtorian Hexefie, but 
| being refuted by Axguſtine, he asked pardon of his Errour. 

Fauſftus of an Abbot was made- Biſhop of Rhegium in France, as 
Gennadius writeth in his Catalogye : He wrote againſt the Pelagrans 
and Epicxreans, A contention aroſe in France about the Doctrine of 
Predeſtination which, had it's riſe out of the Books of St, Argruſtine, 

' being 
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He Province of Narhox, which was called the firſt Province of 
France, remained in the Goths ſubjeQion, and thence it began 
to be called Gothiaz for 4malaricus (his Father Alaricus be» 
ing dead) haſtily flying into Spazn, he retained under his Power Spain, 
with that part of France, which we have mentioned before. x 
The Divine Providence gave to Clows, above all other Princes in the 
world, ſuch happy ſucceſs, as oftentimes-his wars were miraculouſly 
confirmed to be guided of God z among which is: that- remarkable 
thing, That haſtening againſt Alaricxs, having encamped near the Ri» 
ver Vigenna, he found a ſhallow place by the dire&ion of an Hind that 
paſſed over the River before him, through which he tranſported his 
Army to the other fide; and after this victory, preparing to beſiege 
Angouleſm, the walls of the City falling down of their own: accord, 
gave him an eafie entrance into the City : Which things being known, | 
the .Emperour Anaſtaſius the year following the victory of Vocles ſent 
a Standard to Chlodovexs or Clovis : And he went in Proceſſion in St. 
Martin's Church at Twriz, with his Belt, his Purple-gown, and. his 
Diadem 3 then coming to Paris, there he eſtabliſhed his Throne Anno 
507, with ſo happy ſucceſſes. 
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After this Clodovens raging againſt his neareſt Friends,” put them al- 
moſt all to death; andfat laſt, in the year 511. died in Paris, Clovis 
convoked the firſt Synod at Orleans. hp tl 

Then flouriſhed in France Ceſarius Biſhop of Arles (whom we read 


to have been one of the Council of Agathw, held in the year of Chriſt 


506.) and lived unto the time of Vigzlius, of whom he received a Let- 
ter, Anno 538, 

Allo Avitws Biſhop of Vienna, by whom the Burgundians received 
the Chriſtian Faith, 

Remigius Biſhop of Rhemes, called the Apoſlle of the Francks, died 
Anno 534. 

In the ſame Year was held a Council at Avergnes, wherein was Fla- 
vius Biſhop of Rhemes : Then are Hinemarus and Flodoardns miſtaken, 
in ſaying, that he officiated in the Biſhoprick 74 years, and lived 96 
years. | 

In France Lannomarus of Chartres, and Maximinns of Orleans were 
renowned Friars, Maximus builded the Micians Monaſtery near unto 
the City, he was Nephew to Exfpici. Clovis, as he went firſt to Or- 
deans, brought them both thither along with him. | Sigebert calleth 
that Monaſtery of the Micians Maximw's Monaſtery ; alſo Avitus and 
Carileſis, Maximnsr's Diſciples : But Clovis being dead, his four Sons 
divide the Realm into four Kingdoms. Childebert was King of Paris, 
and under this Reatm was comprehended the Provinces of Poifox, 
Main, Tonrain, Champaigne , Anjou, Guyenne, and Auvergne , Clotaire 
was King of Soifſſonr; and the dependance of this Realm were Ver- 
mandois, Picardy, Flaunders and Normandy. Clodamir was King of Or- 
leans, and the Eſtates of this Realm were all the Dutchy of. Orleans, 
Bargundy, Lionos, Daulphine and Provence, Thierri was King of Metz, 
and to his Realm was ſubject the Country of Lorain, and all the Coun- 
tries from Rhemesr unto the Rhine, and beyond it all Germany, which 
was the Ancient Patrimony of the Kings of France : He was received 
in this Royal'Partition with his Brethren, though he were a Baſtard, 
the which-hath been likewife praGtiſcd by others in the firſt Line ; And 
as every one of theſe four Kings called themſclves Kings of France, fo 
they alſo added the name of their Principal City, where they held their 
Court: ©

the conſents aforeſaid, to become Biſhop in any place. 

Now Clotaire remained alone King of France, his Brethren being 
dead, their Children 'alſo were :dead, and Childebert the eldeſt died 
without Iſſue. The Reign of Clotaire was ſhort and wretched ; He 
fought to extort the thirds of all Eccleſiaſtical Things to his private 
Afﬀairs : but the Clergy oppoſed themſelves againſt him, fo as threats 
prevailed not. He dies Anno 567. 
| Before that he Rules as King alone, he Ereced the little Realm of 
Tveto# upon this occaſion,  Upon'good Fryday he ſlew Gawter. of Tve- 
ot his Servant in the Chappel where he heard Service, It is ſaid, that 
the King had raviſhed his Wife lodging in his houſe, ſo as he that-was 
beaten (ſuffered the puniſhment. ' Pope Exgenius diſpleaſed with this 
infamous murther, condemned him to repair the fault upon pain of 
Excommunication : -Clotaire for ifatisfaftion Ordaineth, That from 
thenceforth the' Lords: of Tvetot ſhould be free from all homage, ſer- 
vice, and obedience to*the King for the Land of Tverot in the Countrey 
of 'Normandy .: And fo this'fmalbſeigneury hath continued long with 
the Title and Prerogative of a Realm, until that this Title of a Realm 
was changed into-a Principality, the which the houſe of Bellay doth 
now enjoy, Clotaire had by two Wives five Sons and one Daughter 3 
four ſurvived him; iz, : Cherebert, Chilperic, Sigebert , Gontbran and 
Clofinde his Daughter.

Cherebert having caſt off his Lawful Wife, and being Excommunt- 
cated by German Biſhop of Paris, dieth at Blavia in Sandon in the 
ninth” year-of his Kingdom about the year 570, whoſe Kingdom his 
Brothers divide among themſelves. | 

' Chilperic and Sigebert waged War one againſt the other ; Chilperic 
enters the Countrey of Sigebert, and takes from him the City of Rhemes: 
Hereupon Sigebert purſues his Revenge, and takes from Chilperic Soiſ< 
ſons, the Capital City of his Realm, with his Son Theodobers, forcing 
him to.retire to Toxrnay, Sigebert comes a Conquerour to Paris, where

Chilperic when he had ſeen. Clotharins born to him of Fredegonde, 
the fourth moneth after, -a little bctore night, returning from hunting, 
is by privy murtherers killed Anno 584. That murther was hatched 
by Fredegonde, and committed by Landerick,an Adulterer of hers : 
thus dicd this detectable Chilperic. Hittorians make. him guilty of im- 
piety, as wcll as of execrable wickedneſs 3 , for he .denicd'the truth of 
the three perſons in one Deity, and the: Incarnation of the Son of

Gunthran dieth in the year of Chriſt 593. having left a good me- 
morial behind him of Piety and other Virtues, the which being com- 
mitted to Church-Tables, is repeated every year on the 28t of March, 
His Kingdom came to Childebert. . 

Childebert, Anno 596. is taken away by poiſon, together with his 
Wife, whom Theodorie, and Theodebert his. Sons ſucceed , under the 
tuition of their Grandmother Branehault, They fight againſt Clotha- 
rius, and being overcome in battel, they force him to part with the 
greateſt part of his Kingdom. 4

But it was not long before the Popes becime the great Patrons of 
the adoration of Images,'and made it a means of their rifing; for when 
the Greek Emperours fell to'the breaking of Images, Gregory the ſe- 
cond took thence occafion to ſhake off theyoke of the'Emperours, as 
enemies of the Saints, and made Rome and part of Traly to revolt from ggon. Lib. 3. de 
the Obedience of their Soveraign **And he made himfelf a Temporal *<gn0 Ttal, 
Prince, under colour of defending Images, as Sigonzus relateth. 

Venautius, Honorius, Clementianus, Fortunatts, by Nation an Italian, 
came into France, ſeating himſelf firſt at Towrs, afterwards at Poitiers , 
he was firſt made a Presbyter, then he became Biſhop of that place, 

He is reported to have reduced the French to a more gentle kind of 
life, by his writings and example. . 

Ilhricus make*s mention of one Alcimns, of the Ancient Family of Catal. Teſt. ves 
the Aviti, whoſe Great Grandfather, Grandfather, Father, Uncle, Bro- ** © 
ther, were famous and eminent for EccleFiaftical Dignities : : His Fa- 
ther ſucceeded Mammertss in the Biſhoprick of Vienna; Alcimus ſucceed- 
cd his Father : Many excellent Verſes of his are extant unto this day.

Not long after the Biſhop of Paris dying, he was Conſtitu» 

ted Biſhop there by King.Childebert, With fingular zeal he provoked 

the People to Godlineſs z great was his gravity in preaching, and his 

words were weighty and powerful z he was liberal towards the poor, 

and redeemed many. Captives. King, Chilperie after his death (who : 

was wont to deride and contemn other Miniſters) wrote this honoure 

able Epitaph upon him, which I thought fit ta ſet down ;

The Hiſtories of this Age make mention. of one Eti#s Arch-Deacon' 
of the Church of Paris, who when he underſiood that Innocent Pre- 
textatus Biſhop of Rhothemagym (accuſed of Treaſon againſt the King) 
was in danger to be condemned in a Synod at Pars, he with great bold- 
neſs entred into the Synod, and admonithed .the Biſhops and Aſſeſſours, 
to. beware of having.an hand in the condemning of an Innocent per- 
ſon, he told them they ought rather to-reprove King CbilIperic for his 
figs. . | 
In the Reign ofthis King many Jews were baptized in France, but 
many of them returned'to their vomit, and perfidiouſly renounced the - 
Chriſtian Religion, 4 

In thoſe dayes there were: great inundations of waters, which did 4] 
much hurt in many places, eſpecially at Lions, where part of the walls -_ - 
of that City were thrown down. Horrible earthquakes made great - 
concuſſions in part of Fraxce, and overturned ſome mountains toward ' 
Spain, which overwhelmed many men and beaſts. A fre falling from - 
Heaven conſumed the City of Orleans, and the fſireets of: Bourdeaux, 
together with the fruits of the earth. Other places were ſorely afflict= 


malignant Cough and bloody Flux, which deſtroyed: very many men 
and women 3 by which diſeaſe that wicked Auſtigildis, Wife of King . 3 
Gunthran periſhed. . The cauſe of theſe evils was ſaid to be the diſſens £1 
tions, civil wars, and horrible impicties of thoſe three Brothers fore- W- 
mentioned, Sigebert, Chilperic, and Gunthran,; Kings, of France , and : 
theix Counſcllours and Miniſters, who provoked them to-thoſe impie-- 
| " 01683» 
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ties ; who were puniſhed of God for their flagitious praQices with moſt 
grievous judgements;*=- | | 

Here I ſhall make mention of the various fortune of Theodorys Bi- 
ſhop of Marſeilles in the Reign of Childebertr, Divamins (a moſt wicked 
man) being Governour of that Province : This man hated Theodor, 
and laid divers ſnares to entrap him. And when Theodoras was going 
to King Childebert to implore his help, he was ſeized on by Divamius 
in the midſt of the City of Marſeilles, and injuriouſly dealt with, and 
fo diſmiſſed. In his journey Theodorws, by the inftigation of Divaming, 
is taken by Gunthran King of Orleans : then the Clergy of Marſeilles 
being no better than Divamius, being very joyful at the news of it, do 
immediately invade and plunder all the ſubſtance and treaſures of the 
Church, and load Theodoris with divers calumnies. King Chilperic ſet- 
teth Theodorus at liberty, and ſendeth him back with Gundalphus the 
Governour to Marſeiliesr, that there he might be reſtored to his former 
dignity. At the coming of Gundulphus and Theodorus, Divamius and 
the Clergy do ſhut the gates, and drive them back reproachfully. But 
Gundxlpbus by Art getting into the City with his Soldiers, ſoon brake 
the power of Divamins, and ſharply rebuked him yet Gundulphus 
being,appeaſed with deprecations and gifts, Divamzzs having taken an 
oath that he would reſtore Theodorus to his Biſhoprick, and for the fy- 
ture be faithful to the King, he returned to his houſe. | 

But Divamins deſpiſing his Oath, ſignifieth the reſtitution of Theo- 
dorus to King Gnnthran, adding, That while Theodoras held his Go- 
vernment, King Gznthrax could never enjoy the City of Marſeilles, 
Gunthran bcing angry ſendeth Soldiers to take Theodorus, who ſeizing 
upon the Biſhop unexpectedly, they carry him on horſeback bound 
with chains moſt ignominiouſly to their King : But King, Gunthran 
knowing the' innocency of Theodoras , without doing him any harm 


ſuffers him to return to his charge, beſtowing many gifts upon him. 


Upon this occaſion great enmity grew between King Gzuuthran and 
Childebert ; Many other calumnics, and grievous indignitics did this 
innocent Biſhop ſuffer from other of his wicked and malicious ene- 
mics. About that time Mundericus, Epiſcopns Ternoderenſis, being by 
force taken away from his Church, is thruſt into a cloſe and ſtrong 
Tower built upon the bank of the River Rhodanus, and there was 
detained almoſt two years, and moſt grievouſly handled. 

Under the Juriſdiction of Gregory Biſhop of Tours, there was a cer- 
tain Presbyter who denicd the Refurreftion of the Body. The fore- 
{aid Gregory diſputcd againſt him, which diſputation you may read at 
large in the Magdebargenſian Hiſtory, The diſputation being ended, 
the Presbyter promiſed, that he would afterward believe the Reſurre- 
Cion of the dead. This Gregory hath put out theſe works, Hiſt. Fran- 
coram de Gloria Martyrum'; de Gloria Confeſſorum ; de vitis quorundam 

Patrum, 
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Patrum, I find him- by a certain Writer thus ſtiled, Antiquiſ- Oftand. Cent. 60 _» > 
ſimus & fideliſimas Francoraum.ſcriptor.

He Author of the Book, called the Catbolick, Traditions, firſt 
in French, and then TranſlacWinto Engliſh, ſearcheth the dif- 
ference of all Churches, and except in Rites or Ceremonies 
hath not marked: any great difference of the Abyſſines and Facobites, < 
from our Reformed Churches.

he faith, They call themſelves Chriſtians of the firſt Converſion, 

Phocas, a mean Captain in Thracis, in a ſedition of the 'people did 
kill his Soveraign Mawritizs the Emperour, uſurped the Crown, and 
held the Empire ſeven years. He gave unto Pope Boniface the Title of 
hs gs Biſhop, which Title Gregory his Predeceſſour had diſclaims 
cd. 

Gregory deviſed many new Rites, yet tied not others to follow them : 
For when' Auguſtine (whom he ſent into Britain) demanded of him, 
ſeeing the 'Faith is one, why arc the cuſtomes of thE Church divers ? 
and why is; one fort of Maſs in Rome, and another in France 2 Gregory: 
anſwereth, Thy Brotherhood knows the cuſiome of the: Roman 
Church, in which thou haſt been nouriſhed 3 but it pleaſeth me, whe- 
ther in the Church of Rome, or of France, or in any other, thou haſt 
{cen any thing that may pleaſe the Almighty God, that thou diligent- 
ly follow it. 

In France the two Sons of Childebert, Teodorick, and Theodebert 
(their Grandmother Branehawlt working that thing) reigned with per- 
petual diſagreement among themſelves; and -with Clotharinzs, Theo- 
debert being overcome._by his Brother in Battel, Anno 612. is ſlain 
by his own Soldiers at Colonia ; Theodorick, dieth the year following ; 
Brunehault - being hated-of 'the French, Anno 613. Clotharins- having 
obtained the whole Kingdom-of the French,. bound: Branebawlt with 
a Cable rope, led her about with wild Horſes, and: tare' hex to-pieces- 
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Thus by God*s judgement She died moſt juſtly, who had cruelly cauſed 
many others to die, Thus died Braxnebault, only commended in Hi- 
ſtories to have built many. Temples, and-given great revenues for the - 
{De Serres Kiſt- Maintenance thereof, whilſt ſhe wallowed- in her pleaſures. St. Gre- 
gory hath ſet- down certain Letters-of his to -Brunebawltg, wherein he 
{2 commends her highly (though baſely flattering her) for her Piety and 
=. fingular Wiſdom. | 
qt Clotharius ſeeing himſelf King of ſo great a Monarchy, aftera long 
and horrible confuſion of inteſtine wars, uſed all diligence to pacifie 
'the Realm, He augmented the great Authority of the Maires of the 
Palace, who controlled Kings, and +in the end uſurped the ,Royalty, 
whereas they were before but Controllers of the King's Houſe, not 
of the Realm. He had one only Son, whoſe name was Dagobert : He 
committed him to Arzulph Biſhop of Metz, a learned and good man 
to be inſtructed by him. | . | 
;Petries Church- — Agreſtin who had been ClerMo'King Theodorick, entred the' Abby 
' Hiſt in Cent» 7, Lexovier with all his wealth, but he ſoon:became weary of the ſuper- 
Kitious-Rites, and left the Abby : Then-went he to. Aquileia, (which 
then was not under-the Romiſh yoke) and from thence he wrote unto 
Euſtafius Abbot of Lexovien againſt the Rites of the Monks, :cxhort- 
ing him to reject thoſe Rites. Ewuftaſius and his Convent exclude him 
out of their Society. For removing this Controverſic was Aſſembled 
the fourth Council at Matiſcon in Burgundy, there Agreſtin accuſcth 
Exuſtafins of many ſuperſiitious Ceremonies, contrary to Canonical In- 
ſtitution, viz. That they did uſe to lick a Cockle marked-with a Croſs, 
*Catal. Teſt, Ve- and. uſed Hallowings when they went in or out of an houſe; they 
_ multiplied Prayers and ColleQs in the Maſs; they ridiculouſly cut off 
Add, their Hair, and abſiained from the company of men : but the Biſhops 
condemned Agreftin. Hence we ſee, that ſome perſons did not allow 
the Rites creeping'in, and the Inventers of them were but private per- 
fons, and the Abetters were pleaſed with the leaſt ſhadow of Reaſon. 

Clatharins dieth in the year 631. having Governed 44 years from , 
his cradle, and paſſed happily through many perillous difficulties. He 
left his Son Dagobert for his Succeſſour, 

Dagobert at his coming to the Crown found great difficulties among 
his Subjects, beirig bred up without Juſtice, under the long licentiouſ- 
neſs of Civil Wars, and the lenity of Clothaire ; wheceto he provided 
wiſcly, reducing Juſtice, fortifying it by his Authority, with ſo good 
a modcration, as no man was offended at his ſeverity, netther durſt any 

man attempt any thing againſt the Laws, ſecing both the reign and the 
rod in the hands of their Lawtul Prince : To this good Order he pro- 
tefſed to love holy thingsz and the better to confirm this Opinion .in 
the minds of his Subjects, he built and enriched many Temples, eſpe- 
cialy that.of St, Denis, the which hath ſince been the Sepulchre of the 
French Kings. This 
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"This King Was Seas ruled by rhe forever : Arnulph Biſhop of 
Metz, and by Pepin Major of the King's Palace + This Pepin was 
Grandfather .to that Pepin, who was the firſt King of the ſecond Race / 
of the French Kings, and began to deal abſolutely.in the Governmierit Fabian 's Chrow( © "ON 
of the Realni, Dagobert and all his Realm were-in great honour 'and **"* 5+ 
eranquillity, till the death of Armelph, after which the King began to 

change his conditions to the hurt of his whole Realm. 

There were at this time great numbers of Jews in France, the which 6 
were hurtful to the Realm : Dagobert baniſhed them by a perpetual * 
Edi& out of the Territories under his obedience. But this Zeal of Re- "x 58 
ligion was blemiſhed with the foul blot of Adultery, which made him _ 
infamous both to his Subjects and to Strangers. Amandus Biſhop of 
Paris reproved him for his fault z but Dagobert impatient thereof ba- OY 
niſhed him : Yet by the earneſt perſwaſion of Pepin, he yielded to 4 08 
Reaſon, and having diſmifſed many of his lewd followers, he calleth Sy 
home Amandus again from baniſhment.

A Council was Aſſembled in a Town of F rance, called in Latin 4t- Symſon'sChardh} <; 3 > 
tiſidorum, vulgarly Auxerre, in which were met 2 number of Abbots omen why K. z 
and Presbyters, with one Biſhop, and three Deacons. 

In this Council they condemned Sorcery, and the conſulting with 
Sorcerers, in the firſt, third, fourth and fifth Canons, whereby it ap- 
peareth., chat Sorcery hath been in frequent uſe in Fraxce. 

Many ſupertticious ( Conſtitutions were ſet down in this Synod con-

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concerning{burialz prohibition of Baptiſm'before the Feftivity of Ea» 


Ker,  except-upon neceſlity, and-fear of approaching death ; prohibiti- 
on of Matrimonial copulation with their own Wives to Presbyters and 
Deacons after their Bleffing and Conſecrationz with- prohibition of 
Marriage alſo to the Widows of the defun& Presbyters, Deacons, or 
Sub-deacons ; Brothers and Siſters Children are forbidden to marry, 

They Ordained, that it is not lawful for a Presbyter to {it in judge- 
ment, when any wan is condemned to death. 

That it is not lawful for a Clergy-man to cite another. of the Cler- 
gy before a Secular Judge. | 

That it is not lawful for a Woman with a naked hand to touch the 
Holy Euchariſt. 

That it is not lawful to take refreſhment of meat with an excom- 
municate perſon. 
If any of the Clergy reccive an excommunicate perſon, without the 
knowledge of him who did excommunicate him, he ſhall receive the * 

like ſentence, that is, he ſhall be likewiſe excommunicated. 
. That it is not lawful. for a Presbyter in Banquetting-time to ſing or 
ance. 

Many Canons, to the number of 45, were concluded in this Coun- 
cil-; But I ſhall not trouble you with an heap of unprofitable, unne- 
ceſſary and ſuperſtitious Canons. 

Another Council was afterwards called at Cabillon; vulgarly called 
Chaloz, which: is a Town in Bargundy, not far diſtant from Matiſcon. 
In this:Town, by the Commandment 'of Clovis King of France, con- 
vened 44 Biſhops : Gandericw Biſhop of Lions was Preſident , and 
Laudilenu Biſhop of Vienna, Theodornus. Biſhop of Arles, becauſe he 
refuſed to appear before the Council, was fuſpended from his Office 
until thenext Council.” 

In this Synod the Canons of the Council of Nice had great allow- 
ance. It was forbidden that two Biſhops ſhould be Ordained in one 
Town ; that no man ſhould ſell a Chriſtian Servant to a Jew 3 and 
that two Abbots ſhould not be choſen to govern one Monaſtery. 

That no labouring of the ground, or other ſecular work ſhall be 
done on the Lord's day ; with many other Canons coincident with the 
Canons of other Councils. 

Clovis the ſecond married a Gentlewoman of Saxony, named-Baudour, 
a Lady of good life, and much given to Devotion, as the Abby of Sheb 


. tes, St. Baudowr, with other Foundations do witneſs. Whilſt ſhe bu 


fied her (elf in her Devotion, and to build Monaſteries, Clovis ad- 
died himſelf to ſenſuality :. Yet one memorable thing is recorded of 
him, In a.time of great dearth, to relieve the poor people, he ſuffered 
them to take the Silver. wherewith the Temple of St. Denic had. been 
covered by Dagobert.. 26 ae

_ Aimo ſaith, that two yeats after, a famous Aſſembly of Biſhops be- 
ingbad, he appointed the Monaſtery of Dronyfizr, which his Father 
had builr vigh-unto the, City, to be free from the Juriſdiction of all 
Biſhops, Laxderich, the- Chict Ruler of Paris agreeing to it. Cloris 
died Anno 660. of his Reign 17. At the ſame time Erchenwald Ma» 
jor of the Palace dying, Ebrzinſucceedeth him -; From which time 
the Frexch Kings being let looſe into ſloth and riot, the- Government 
of the Afﬀairs of State came to-the Majors of the-Palace :. The Kings 
being contented only with the Name or Title, contained themſelves in 
their Palace, neither came they but once every year. (viz. in the Ka- 
lends of May) into open view of the people. 

Clotharins, the eldeſt Son of Clovis facceeded his Father, but have 
ing Reigned four years he died, Anno 664. ; 

Theodorick, his Brother for a ſhort ſpace was Chief ; but the French 
being weary of this man, ſhut up Theodorick, in a Monaſtery, being 
ſhaven at St. Dems in Paris, and Ebruin at Luxovien : Then Childe- 
rick, was made King, who after three years Reign was lain by Bodille 
a Noble French man, whom he had commanded, being bound to the 
ſtump of a tree, to be whipped with rods. His Queen alſo being great 
with Child, was killed by the ſame Bodille. , 

Ebruin ſecretly breaking out of the Monaſtery , again invadeth the Petav. iſt 
Lieutenantſhip of the Palace, and killeth Lexdefins the Son of Erchens ©'*: 5 
wald Major of the Palace, and Leodegar Chief Ruler of Augnſtodunum, 
whom after he had been tortured ' with divers torments, and in an 
Aſſembly of Biſkops ſpoiled of his Dignity, he commanded to be ſmit- 
ten with a ſword. 

In thoſe times there were many in France flouriſhing in Holineſs, 
among- whom El:girs Biſhop of Noviomum, and Andoenus Biſhop of + 
Roven are mentioned, Eligins died in the feventicth year of his Age. 
Andoenus died being ninety years old; in the 44 year of his Biſhoprick. 
Private perſons alſo graced France with an exact holineſs of Life, vis, 
Furſeus, Foillazus, Vitan, who having come out of Ireland built Mo» 
naſteries in France. 

Thierri the firſt is now made King of France, a King in ſhew, who is 
a ſpecator of divers Tragedies. Thierri dieth having reigned 19 years. 

Ebruin in the third year after the death of Leodegar was thruſt tho» 
row by Hermenfrid ;- then Pepin governeth the Kingdom. 

Clovis the third, the eldeſt Son of Thierri reigned four years, and 
EY Children : His Brother Childebert the ſecond ſucceed» 
cth him | .

Hildebert Reigned 17 years, and died Arno 711. having left 
two Sons, Dagohert and Clothaire. 

HA Pepin made great ſhew. of love to Religion, and for this cauſe 
makes war again{t Robod Duke of Friſia, a Pagan, whom he conquer- 
£&d, and forced to receive the Chriſtian Religion, with all-kis- Subjets. 
He reſtored Lambert Biſhop of Trai# to his Dignity, being expelled 
by Ebrxiz, and contined unto a Monaſtery 3 and one of his chicfeſt 
carcs was, to. advance them that had charge over the Church : He 
commanded abſolutely, being armed with the Authority of his Soves 
raign, neither was there any, appeal from him to the King. 

Yet Pepin, beſides his Lawful Wife called: Ple&rade, held-a woman 
named Alpaid, tor the which the forenamed Lambert reproved him. 
Of this Alpaid he had.a Son whom he named Charles ; which Charles 
was after firnamed Martel, and was very profitable to the Realm of 
France, Alpaid cauſed Biſhop Lambert to be ſlain by her Brother Do» 
doa, who ſoon after felt the puniſhment of this-blood ; for being diſ- 
eaſed with Worms, not able to endure his own ſtench, he caft himſelf 
headlong into the River Meuze. 

Pepia upon his death-bed Ordained Charles his Baſtard to facceed 
him in the Government of the Realm. But Plefirnde after the death 
of Pepin cauſeth Charles to be impriſoned at Colen, and advanceth Thi- 
bauld to the Government, although in effect She under his Name go- 
verned all the Aﬀairs of State. Dagobert. dying at this time, the French 
took a Prince of the blood, called Danzel, out of a Cloyſter : Him they 
called King, under the Name of. Chilperic the ſecond 5 and they'give 
him a Noble Man of, Fraxce, called Rainfroy. to be his Major, who” 
having leavied an Army, defeated Thibauld, and his Grandmothes Ple- 
rude in battel. But Charles Martel getting out of priſon aſliſieth Ple- 
&rude, gathereth Forces, and overcometh the new King and Rain- 

oy, 
Tels is now received and inſtalled Major of France, and having 
aſſured himſclf of the Children of King Dagobert; he cauſed them to 
be-gently brought up in a Monaſtery, 

At Colex he ſeizeth on Plefrude and Thibauld, and inflits-no o» 
ther puniſhment upon them, but enjoyns them to live quiet, and to 
attempt nothing without his liking.

mies. Pepin, Ammo 755. called almoſt all the Gallican Biſhops to meet 
at the Council of Yernes the Palace, 

About this time Apontins a French man wrote ſeveral Books. 

In the Council -called by Carloman (of which 1 hinted before) he 
beginneth thus, 7 Carloman, &c. have Aﬀembled the Biſhops which 
are in my Ringdom, with the Prieſts info a Council and Synod, Theſe 
are, Boniface Arch-Biſhop of Mentz, Burchard of Wirtzburg, Regin- 
frid, Guntharius, with the reft of the Biſhops and their Pricfts : That 
they ſhould give me Counſel how the Law of God, and Religion of 
the Church may be reſtored, which in the dayes of former Princes hath 
been ſhattered and fallen ; and how Chriſtian People may attain the 
ſalvation of their ſouls, and nat periſh, being deceived by falſe Prieſts : 
And by the advice of my Prieſts and Nobles, We have Ordained Bi- 
ſhops through Cities, and ſet over them the Arch-Biſhop Boniface, who 
is the Legate of St. Peter. And we have Ordained that Synods ſhould 

-Concit. Tom, 2, be called every-year, that in our preſence the Decrees of Canons, Rites 
-Edit. Crab. and Laws of the Church may be reſtored. And we reſtore unto the 
Churches the Monies that have been taken from them. We have alſo 
diſcharged all the Servants of God from hunting and wandring in 
woods with Dogs, and that they have no Hawks nor Faulcons. We 
have alſo Decreed according to the Holy Canons, That cach Presbyter 
dwelling in a Pariſh be ſubjeRt unto the Biſhop where he dwelleth 3 
and that alwayes in Lent he give an account of his Miniſtry, whether 
of Baptiſm, or Catholick Faith, and prayers and order of Maſſes. Then 
he forbiddeth ſacrifice to the dead, and other profane Rites of the Hea- 
then, He appointeth puniſhments againſt the Fornications and Adul- 
teries of Monks, It was alſo decreed, that Monks and Nuns ſhould 
live within their Abbies and Cloyſters, according to the Rule of their 
Father Benedi@, | . 

Pope Stephen confirmed Pepin and his Heirs for Kings of France, 
and of him asked aid to withſtand the Power of AiftxIphus then King 
of Lombardy, who then had exated Tribute from certain Lands be- 
longing to the Biſhop of Rome, and becauſe it was refuſed, took up 
Arms. The Pope wrote a Letter, dire&ed to the Kings of France, and 
to all Biſhops, Abbots, Pricſts and Monks, and to the Glorious Dukes 
and Counts, and unto the whole Army of the Kingdom of France -

I adjure you by the myſteries before the true and living God, and before 
St. Peter the Prince of the Apoſtles, that with great fpeed you belp us, leſt 
we periſh; ſeeing under God- we have committed all our lives into your 
bands, forſake us not.

Aﬀter this the Pope ſent another Letter in the Name of St, Peter; , roter 
as if it had been written from Heaven, which beginneth thus : Petey the Sg ey 
called an Apoſile, Grace, Peace, and Power, to deliver the Holy Church * 


of God, and the People of Rome committed to me from the hands of 
their enemies, be fully given from the Lord God unto you moſt ex+ 
celtent men Pepin; &c. and to the moſt holy Biſhops, Abbots, Presby-- 
ters, and all Religious Monks, &%. I Peter, the Apoſtle” of God, who- 
have yow-my adopted Childven, #0 deliver from the enemies band this Ro= 
man City, and the people committed of God unto me , proveking all your 


Love, do exbort, and protefting do admoniſh you to deliver the Church of 


God, which by Divine Power ircommended to me, ſeeing they ſuffer very. 
great afflittions and oppreſſion by the moſt wicked Nation of the Lombards.. 
Think, not otherwiſe, but certainly believe it, that I my ſelf am ftanding- 
alive in vhe fleſh before you; and our Lady, the Mother of God, the Vir- 
gin Mary , with us, doth adjrre you with the greatefi Obligations, and* 
Proteſteth, Admoniſhetb, and Commiandeth, 8c.. Behold, here with what- 
fooleries and impicties they would bewitch the world. 4 
But Pepin did not leavy an Army: until Pope Stephen came into 
France :. And when he took his journey, he commended-himfelF to - 
St, Mary, and. his flock unto St.. Peter. ; Pepin hearing of his coming, 
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ſent his Son Charles an hundred miles to-meet him; and when he came 
within three leagues-of Carifiac, Pepin went forth unto him, and re- 
turned.on foot, and the Pope on horſeback ; Then Pepin was crown< 
e&d again by the Pope for the greater pomp. Pepin went into Ztaly, 
and forceth Aiftulph to give hoſtages to render unto the Pope all due 
Right : But after the return of Pepiz into Fravuce, Aiftulph with new 
Forces doth more miſchief to Rome, . Then Pope Stephen wrote ano- 
ther Supplication to Pepin, who made no delay, but forceth Aiftulph 
to perform 'the former conditions, and to give unto the Pope the ex- 
archate of Ravenna. Within a year Aiſtulph dieth, then a diviſion 
ariſeth between Rachis and Deſiderius for the Kingdom. Then Ste= 
pben wrote his fourth Epiſtle untes Pepir, giving him thanks for his 
aid, wiſhing many bleſſings unto him, and ſhewing. that AitzIph was 
ſtricken by the hand of God, and drowned in the bottom of Hell, and 
that by the hands of Peter Prince of the Apoſtles, and by thy mot 
powerful arm | ſpeaking unto Pepin] Defideriws, a moſt mild man, was 
Ordaincd King of the Lombards, who had {worn to reftore unto St. 
Peter the Cities,- Faventia, Inſabres and Ferrara, with all their Terri- 
torics3 and alſo” Aufſimo, Aucona, Humana, Bona, with all their Terri- 
tories 3 and he had ſworn to keep peace with the Church of St, Peter, 
and to be Loyal unto the Crown of France, and entreated Pepin to ap- 
prove the Coronation of Defiderix+ upon theſe conditions. Henceforth 
the Pope began to lift up his head, and having large Territories given 
unto him, will not reſt until he be Monarch of the world. When 
Stephen had peace he began to repair the Churches which AiftzIph had 
cauſed to be thrown down, and died in the fixth year of his Pa- 
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Fablau's Chronl, Then Gaifer Duke of Guienne impoſed a Tribute upon the Lands of 
E7) the Clergy in his Dukedom without their conſent 3 wherefore the Bi- 
ſhops for a redreſs complained unto King Pepin thereof 3 Pepin repro- 
ved the Duke for it : but the Duke not regarding the Kings: Admoni- 
tion, Pepin (oon after with an Army centred the Territory of Guzenne, 
waſting and ſpoiling the Countrey. Hereupon the: Duke hearkened to 
him, and bound himſelf to reftore unto the Clergy what he had 'ex- 
torted from them. But the King being returned into France, the Duke 
gathering Forces together, ſent them- to the City of Chalours in Bur- 
gundy, and did much hurt to that Town and Countrey. . 

The King being ſorely diſcontented at' it, returned with his People 
into Gwien, and therein beat-down many ſtrong holds and Caliles, and 
took or won Burbox, Cancarvile and*Cleremont, and waſted the Coun» 
try with fire and (word. till he-came to Limoges, The winter coming 
en, the King having ſtrengthened the forcſaid- Cities , Towns and 
Rrong Holds that he had won, and then rode to a place called Cas, there 


kept his Chriſtmaſs and Eaſter. In the next Spring he re-cntred the 
forclaid 
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foreſaid Dutchy,-and took by force the Cities of Boxrges and Towrs, © 

The —_ .of that Countrey: conſidering the obſtinacy of their 
Duke, murthered the faid Duke, and after yielded themſelves and their 
Country to the King, with all ſuch Treaſure and Jewels as to the ſaid 
Duke belonged 3 whereof King Pepin offered a great part unto St. De- 
#is, - Then this viGorious Prince was vexed with grievous ſickneſs; 
wherefore in all baſt he ſped him to St. Martin's, where he made cer- 
tain Prayers and Oblations : And from thence: (his ficknels increaſing ) 
he was conveyed unto Paris, where he fhortly after died, when he had 
reigned as King there by the ſpace of eighteen years. 

After the death of Pepin the Eſtates of France Aﬀemble, and by their 


conſents Charles and Carloman his Sons divide the Realm between 


them by equal portions. Charles was Crowned at Wormes, Carloman 
at Soiſſons : But by the death of Carloman the whole Realm came to 
Charles within three years after the death of his Father. 

Charles was enducd with ſingular gifts both of body and mind ; he 
had the inſtructions of a virtuous Converſation, and was bred up in 
Learning-and Arms : He was Religious, and reverenced the Churches 


and Paſtors he was a great Juſtitiary, a reliever of 'the poor, and 


kept his Faith both to friend and foe 3 he was a lover of Learningand 
learned men : Paxl of Piſa inſtructed him in the Greek and Latin 
Tongues, and Aimon in Philoſophy and the Mathematickes : He de» 
lighted.in Poetry, but eſpecially in Hiſtory, in which he was well read. 
The Univerſity of Paris built (or enriched) by him, doth witnefs the 
love and honour he bare to learting. A valiant man, none command- 
ed with more obedience, nor performed any thing with greater for- 
tune, nor-uſed his Victories with more mildnefs and judgement. Ne- 
ver did King reign with more Authority, nor was more reverently 
obeyed than Charlemagne. 

About the Year 786 Charles King of France made a league with 
Archaius King of Scots : Archaius ſent unto him Albinus, or Alcuinus, 
Fobn Melroſe (ſo named from the Abby Melroſe) Claudius, Clemens and 
Anthony, all very devout and learned men. 


John Melroſe became Abbot of the Auguſtinians at Ticino, and Claws Balein Cent, 143 


dius was Biſhop of Awxerre : They wrote ſeveral works, as Fobn Bale 
ſheweth, 


Alezinus had good knowledge of the Latin and Greek Languages : Biblioth. dela 


Charles calleth him his Maſter, in an Epiſtle written unto him, De Se- Signto 19: Þ 


Ptuageſ. & Sexageſ, He hath many excellent things in divers of his 
Books and Writings, - 

Deſiderius began to make War firſt againſt the City of Ravenna, and 
the Marches' thereof, and took the Cities of Ferrara, Faventia, and 
other Towns. The Pope ſent to Charles the Great for aid, who came 
into Italy with. great Forces ; Deſiderius fled to Pavia, and was there 
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beſieged : Charles leaving, an Unkle of his atthe fiege of: Pavia, went: 
againſt Verona, which he took, without. any great difficylty ;- From. 
thence he went to Rome to kiſs. the Pope's Foot, and to. hold:the Feaſt 
of Eaſter, where he was received with. great Solemnity. + 

After this his coming thither, he confirmed to.the Church and Popes 
of Rome, the Donation which his Father Pepin had; made of Ravenna; 
and other Lands, and made another. of; many other. places, among, 
which is reckoned the Iſle of Corfice, and-all the Coaſt of Genova, with 
the Cities of Parma, Ancona, Urbin, and many ather Towns, beſides 


" Rome and the Territorics thereof, which the Popes had already in poſ- 


fe(fion; ſo as to the Emperours remained only that part of taly, which 
is part of Calabria, and of Pnglia, and a great-part of that which now. 
is the Kingdom of Naples ; | 

Charles having been only. eight dayes in Rome, returned againſt De- 


. fderius, who after fix moneths befieging in Pavia, yielded upon compo- 
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ſition, and Charles carried him with him, and baniſhed both him and 
his Sons into a certain Iiland, and then took Milan, and all the other 
Cities in Lombardy, which is the Ancient, Gallza: Ciſalpina, where he 
placed French men for, Dukes and Goyernours -: So Italy remained. in 
his Obedience, excepting thoſe Lands and! Pravinces which were left 
to the Church of Rome : ſo cnded the Kingdom of the Lombards, 
which had continued 204 ycars in Italy, 

In the Year. 787, Charles being departed from Rome to come into 
France, as ſoon as he was arrived at Wormes (faith Rhegno) he called 
a Synod, and declared the Reaſons of his journey, to the Clergy and 
Princes of his Realm. 

We find the Frexch*Synods in thoſe dayes oftentimes. to have con- 
ſiſted both of Lay-men and Clergy-men, joyntly to determine of mat» 
ters, as well Eccleſiaſtical as Civil, 

Charles the Great did the like in the Council of Fraxckford, where 
he diſcourſed points of. Faith, and made them deliver their Opinions 
upon ſuch as himſelf propoſed. The Canons and Decrees alſo run in 
his Name, the Emperour (faith he hath Ordained with the conſent. 
of the. Synod, &c. 

In the Year 794 Charles Aſſembled, this Council at Frenchford, 
partly in regard of the Heretick Felix, who called Chriſt, The Adoptive 
Son of God. in humane nature, and was condemngd.in a Council Aﬀems» 


bled at: Ratirbon, But he was returned:to his. vomit again,'and theres. 


fore was now again condemned as a notable Heretick; in. the Coun» 

cil of. Franckford partly alſo in reſpeQ of the great contention which:

' Alewinus wrote againſt the Herefie of Felix, and Elipandrus Biſhop Alcuin. contr, 0 
of Toledo, and in his ſecond Book faith, Shew us any Nation, Town F*1i+ 7% 
or-Church, either Roman or Conftantinopolitan, or of Jeruſalem (which Y 
was Dedicated by the preſence of the Lord himielt ) or of Antioch, 
where firſt the Name of Chriſtianity is read to have been, or of Alex- 


Franee, or in Aquitain, or in Britain, which agreeth with you in your 
aſſertion, Here he acknowledgeth all theſe to be true Churches at that 
time, and diſtinguiſheth them'one from another. | 

Felix continued in his errour'till Aleims wrote againſt him, and 
then he became Zealous of the Truth, and wrote a Recantation unto 
the Presbyters and Deacons of his- Church, That as he had been a > 
ſcandal unto them, ſo by his means they may be brought again from "of 
Errour unto the Truth, as he himſelf writeth : And this Recantati» 
on is-printed among the Works of Alcuinu. But Elipant Arch-Biſhop 
of Toledo, having read the ſeven Books of Alc#inus, wrote very ſharp- 
ly for maintaining the ſame Errour. 

R, Hoveden writeth, that Charles the Great ſent over into England R. Hovedenin 
the Ads of a Synod ſent him from Conftantinople, for the Adoration of =inuat- Beday, 
Images : Againſt this Adoration (faith he) Alcuinus wrote an Epiſtle 
wel--grounded on Divine Scriptures, and carricd it with ſome Syno- 
dical Adts in the names of the Engliſh Princes and Biſhops to the King 
of France. 

All Italy being now in' peace under the protection of King Charles, 
two Cardinal Prieſts of great account, called Paſcal and Capulus, con- 
ſpired againſt Pope Leo, who with their complices apprehended him - 
on a day as he was going in Proceſſion : Some ſay they put out his 78 
eyes, and cut out his tongue, committing him priſoner to the Mona- . 6 
ſtery of St. Eraſmus, publiſhing abroad, that they did it for the crimes 68 
by him committed, and the-Errours by him maintained. . Some Au- 
thors affirm, that he was miraculouſly reſtored to his fight and ſpeech, 
Hereupon' King Charles cometh to Rome, accompanied with many 
great Dukes, and other Ptinces, his Subjes : To him came out of 
Italy, and from many other parts, niany Biſhops and Prelates. After 
cightgdayes abode there, he commanded all the Princes and Prelates 
which then were in” the City to be Aſſembled; and the Pope himſelf, 
and all the reſt being together, there were ſome that accuſed the Pope 
to the Emperour, - Then the Emperour openly asked every mans opi- 
nion concerning thoſe accuſations ; all anſwered, That no man ought -=4 
to judge the Head of the Church : which the King obſerving, he ask- « 
ed no more queſtions, | a = 
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The next day all being Re-aſſembled, the Pope went up into the 
Pulpit, and taking x Book of the Holy Evangeliſts in his hands, ſaid 
with a loud voice, That he {ware by God, and thoſe Holy Evangeliſts, 
That-all that which his Adverſaries had laid to his charge, was falſe 
and untrue; and that he had neither. committed, nor thought any ſuch - 
matter as they objected 3 but that they had of malice and envy-ſlan- 
dered him 3 and that he therefore publickly made this Proteſtation, 
and confirmed it by his Oath, ſeeing that to them all the manner of his 
Life and Government was well known... 

His Oath was allowed, and himſelf commended, and the King com- 
manded his Accuſers, Paſcal and Capulus to be ſought out, and put to 
death : But the Pope was content their lives ſhould be. ſpared, fo as 
they might be committed. to priſon, and thence be condemned to per- 
petual exile. 

Eight dayes after, the Pope having conſidered, firſt, how much the 
Greck Emiperours envied his Greatneſs, together with the. ſmall affe- 
ion they bare to the worſhipping of Images, and other points, wheres 
in they were oppoſite to. the Church of Kome 3 and then how requi- 
ſite it was to have an Emperour. which might maintain the Provinces 
of Italy in peace, which were often diſturbed.z but chiefly to ſhew 
himſelf grateful for the benefits,” which he and the Church of Rome 
had received from him and the Houſe of Fraxce : But above all, for ac< 
cepting his Ptoteſtation.in his own defence, for a proof of his Inte- 
grity, he reſolved to make Charles the Great Emperour, and to Tran- 
ſlate the. Head of the Empire into the Weſt. And having ruminated. 
hereupon, againſt the day of the Nativity of Chrift, he- commanded. 
all the Prieſts, Cardinals, and all the other Prelates to come to a Maſs, 
whither Charles was alſo invited, and came 3 together with all the o- 
ther Princes; and fo about the. midſt. of the Maſs, the Pope then fay- 
ing it, he turned: about from the Altar to the People, and with a loud. 
voice ſaid, That he did there Ele&, Create"and publiſh Charles the 
Great, the moſt Mighty and Vicorious King of Italy, of the Germans, 
and of the Frenchmen; Emperour. and ever Anguſius, Which being, 
done, he ſet the. Imperial Crown upon his head, and all thoſe which 
were preſent conſented thereunto, with acclamations and applauſes, 
faying, To the moſt Godly, ever Auguſtus, Great and moſt Vittorious Em- 
prerour Charles, God grant long life and viftory,. 

* This acclamation. being, ended, the Pope anointed. him, and,then. 
and there alſo anointed and entituled his Son Pepin (with the good. 
liking and conſcnt of his Father) King of Ttaly. Which Coronations 
were pertormed with great Feaſtings and Solemnity, upon Chriſtmaſs- 
day, Anno 800, |

After 
three dayes abſtinence and faſting, joyned with Litanies, publick prays 
ers, and imploring Gods affifiance, they divided themſelves into three 
Companies, 

In the firſt were the Bifhops-with ſome Scribes, reading the Hiſtory 
of the Goſpel, and the Epiſtles, and AQts of the Apoſtles, together 
with the Canons and Works of the Ancients, and-the Paſtoral. Book 
of Gregory, to the end}, that by the: Precepts contained in thoſe Books, 
the: enormity of mens lives might be corrected. 

In the ſecond Company were Abbots and Monks, reading the Rules 
of St. Benedif, for the reformation of the lives of Monks. 

In the third'Company were Lords and Judges, pondering the cauſes 
of all men, who came to complain that wrong was done unto them, 

The firſt, ſecond and''third Canons of this Council , entreat con» 
cerning Faith, Hope and Charity. 

The fourth concerning the Sacraments to be miniſtred, chiefly at

ly, and apart of Spain, He left his Son: Lewes ſole Heir of his great 
Kingdoms, who was the weakelt of all his Sons® | 

The French Monarchy being come to the height of it's. Greatneſs, 
not long after the death .of Charlemagne it began to-decline. The 
fooliſh lenity of Lewes was the beginning, the which 'was continued 
by the diſordered confuſions of his Succeflors, who (in ſpite one to 
another) haſtened the ruine of their Houſe, making way thereunto by 
their Vices and Misfortunes. Lewes (more fit to be a-Monk than a 
King) was ſo. given to Devotion, and of ſo ſoft a ſpirit, that he made 
his Authority contemptible both within and without the Realm : 
This made divers. Nations ſubje& to the Crown, to fall from their obe- 
dience. 

Bernard King of Italy, an ambitious young man, was perſwaded by 
the Biſhops of Orleans and Milan, to (cize upon the Realm of France. 
But being in field to go into France againſt his Urckle, with an ima» 
ginary favour of the French to be proclaimed King, both he and all his 
Counſellours were taken by Lewes his Subjecs. 

Lewes having both his Nephew and Counſellors in his Power, de- 
ſpoils him of all his Realm of 1taly, confines him to perpetual priſon, 
and puts out his eyes : the like he doth to all the Biſhops and Noble 
Men he could get, and after a few dayes cauſeth them to be beheaded. 
This act from Lewes, and committed againſt ſuch perſons, began to 
a__ a general diſlike, the which was aggravated by a domeſtical dif- 

ention, 

After the death of Bernard, Lewes gave Italy to his eldeſi Son Lo» 
tharits, and aſſociated him in the Empire, To his Son Pepin he gave 
Aquitain, to Lewes Bavaria, and would have them all bear the name 
of Kings. | 

Lewes had a Son by Fudith his ſecond Wife, an ambitious Woman, 
called Charles, This Woman play'd the Empreſs and Queen over all, 
which cauſed Lewes to be hated and conteraned. His Sons, Lotharins, 
Pepin and Lewes, by the Advice of the Biſhops (who were incenſed a= 
gainſt the Emperour by reaſon of the death of thoſe Church-men) re- 
ſolve to ſeize upon their Father,Mother, and younger Brother,to dif- 
poſſeſs them of all Authority , and then to govern the States after 
their own wills, wherein they muſt uſe force, and a publick conſent. 

Lotharius lieves a great Army, and calleth a National Council of the 
French Church at Lions, ſuppoſing ſooner to ſuppreſs Lewes by this 
means than by a Parliament, Lewes appearcth, and yieldeth to the cen- 
ſure of the. Prelates , which was to retire himſelf into a Monaſtery, 
there to attend his Devotion, and to refign the Empire and the Realm 
to his Children, So Lewes was conveyed to Soiſſons, to the Monaſtery 
of St. Medard;, his Wife and her Son Charles were committed to other 

"Bo places, 
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places, and the whole Government committed to Lotharius and his 
Brethren, And the greateſt of the Church-men were guilty of this 
Out-rage, ſecking to nmintain their Decrces. Lewes continued in pri- 
ſon five years, 7iz. from the year 829, unto the year 534+ 

Then Lotharius being forced to yield to his Father, goes to field, 
takes him priſoner again, and leads him back to the Convent at Soiſ- 
ſons, where he ſtayed not long, for the French did bandy openly a- 
gain(t Lotharius, and his Brethren abandoned him, fo as he was forced 
to yicld unto his Father,and to crave pardon. Then Lewes gives por- 
tions to his Children, to Lotharius he leaves the Realm. of Arſtraſia, 
from the River of Mens unto Hungary, with the Title of Emperour ; 
unto Leres Bavaria, and unto Chrarles France ; Pepin enjoyed Aqui- 
tain without contradiction, 

Lewes not content with Bavarza, levies an Army, and paſſeth the 
Rhine, The miſerable Father prepares an Army to go againſt him, 
but he falls fick and dicth, Anno $40. 

There was a Council held at Paris by the Command of Lewes, and 
his Son Lothariws, Anno 829, and three others at the ſame time in 0+ 
ther places, as is collected from the Pretace. It was Ordained, that 
Synuds ſhould then be Afembled in tour ſeveral places of their Em- 
Pire. 

In his Reign, in Fraxce was uſed of Pricſts and Church-men preci- 
ous and ſhining, Veſtures, and golden and rich ſtaring Girdles, with 
Rings and other Ornaments of Gold ; Wherefore the ſaid Lewes pro» 
cured of the Pope a correQion for all ſuch as uſed ſuch firange apparel, 
cauſing them to wear brown and ſad coJours, 

After the death of the Emperour Lewes, Lotharius his eldeſt Son, 
and Emperour by his Fathers Teſtament, would force his Brethren to 
anew diviſion. He quarrelleth with Charles King of France,and Lewes 
Duke of Bavaria, but the two Brethren unite together, and joyn their 
Forces to oppoſe Lotharim. 

Lotharius finding himſelf the fironger, refuſeth the Conditions of 
Peace offered by his Brethren : Then Lewes and Charles charging the 
Army of Lotharias, overthrew it with a notable ſlaughter. Lotharius 
after this deteat changeth his humour with his eſtatez he enjoyed the 
titulary mask of the Empire with Axftrafia, yet much curtailed and di- 
vided to his three Sons, Lewes.Charles and Lotharix, Then Lotharius 
having remorſe of Conſcience for attempting againſt his: Father and 
Brethren, protcfſeth himiſclt a Monk in the Abby of Pluviers, and dies 
a Monk in the Year 855. 

Charles and Lewes after the Victory call the Biſhops to take their 
Advice upon Occurrents, who being ſolemnly Aﬀembled exhort them 


to Concord :. They hearken to them, make an Alliance, and come to 


the dividing of their parts. Charles remains the ſole King of France.

This King Charles the Bald, relying on the Popes help, favoured 
the Pope with all his Power, and brought the French Clergy to the 
ſubjeion of the Roman See, as much as he could : Then began the 
Popes Legates to come to the Councils of Fraxce, and there fo pre- 
fide, - Then alſo the French Kings began to tremble under the thun= 
derbolts of the Vatican, and to fear the Excommunications of the 
Pope. | 

The firſt Pope that made tryal of his-Excommunications againft 
them was Pope Nzebolas the firft, who threatned Lothary to E.xcom- 
municate him , unleſs he recalled Tietherga his Wife, whom he had 
put away, to take Waldrada whom he loved, which alſo this Pope # 
did Excommunicate : Whereupon there was great murmuring of the ,_ 
Prelates and People of Fraxce againſt the Pope, being diſpleaſed both E 
at the Pope's Uurpations, and the pufillanimity of their Kings, Theſe 
things happened from the Year 863 to $66. 

After that Nrcholas, came Adrian the ſecond, who favouring Lewes, Du Moulin cont. 
Grand<child to Lewes the Gentle,againft Charles the Bald his Unckle, —_ 
fent peremptory Letters into France, whereby he declared, That if any 
preſumed to make an enterprize upon the Kingdom of Lewes, not only , 
he would make void by his Authority all that he ſhould do but alſo s begs.

And at that time, and a long time after the Arch-Biſhops of 
Mentz were the.firſt promoters of Papal Authority in Germany. And 
nothing hath helped more to the eſtabliſhment of the Papal Empire, 
than theſe Epiſtles, which have for a long time been held for Ora» 
_ in the Weſt ; by. them the Father of lies hath wrought very pow- 
erfully, 

Theſe Decretals were forged under the Reign of Charlemagne, and 
of his Son Lewes the Gentle, being unknown before, and never men-

Baronius writing of this Hinckmar of Rhemes, notably abuſeth him, 
for he faith, That upon. the teſtimony of Fredoard, Hinckmar had ob- , 
tained of Pope Leo IV,by the mediation of theſEmperour Lothary,a Pal- 
lium, or Archiepiſcopal Cloak, with a privilege to uſe it every day. 
But Hinckmar himſelf in the Book of the fifty ive Chapters, ſaith the 
contrary, ſpeaking in this manner, Leo IV, and Benedidus did confer 
upon.me ſome privileges, which I did not ask for. - For the privileges 
which are conferred upon every Metropolitan by the ſacred Canons, - 
are ſufficient for me. . It was a generous part of Hinckmar, to declare - 
that he had no need of the Pope's privileges, and that he held his dig-- 
nity from the Canons, not from-the Roman Prelate, - ;

Charles the Bald King of France, commanded Bere 
tram, a Prieſt at Corbey, -to ſcarch-and write-what was the Doctrine 
of the Fathers, and Ancient Church in this Article. Trithemizs ſaith, 
Bertram was ſingularly learned, of an excellent. eloquence and utter 
ance, pregnant in judgement, and no leſs famous for holineſs of life, 
and wrotc many excellent Treatiſes, In obedience unto King Charles 
he compiled a Treatiſe, De corpore & ſanguine Domini, which is all 
inſcrted in Cata!. Teſt. verit. lih, zo. This Book was forbidden to be 
rxcad by order from the Roman Inquilition, confirmed afterward by the 
Council of Trent. The Divines of Doway perceiving that the forbid- 
ding of that Book did not keep men from reading it, but-gave them 
rather occalion to ſeek more earneſtly after it, thought it better Ber- 
tram (hould be {uffered to go abroad, but handled in ſuch ſort, as.o+ 
ther ancicnt Writers that made againſt them were wont to be, Bi- 
ſhop Ridley highly commends this Bertram. ; 

;>Paſchaſus Rathbert, Abbot of Corbey at the ſame time wrote a Book 
of the Euchariſt, Remigius Biſhop: of Auxerre flouriſhed about the 
year $80; he wrote many Books : He was called DoQor Senten- 
tioſus. 

Charles the Bald died at Mantua, Anno 879, being poiſoned by Se- 
decias the Jew, whom he employed for one of his Phyſicians, leaving 
the Realm to his Son Lewes the ſecond, called the Stmttering. 

Lewes King of Germany had vowed that he would take both Em- 
pire and Kingdom -from Charles the Bald, but was.arrcſted with ſick- 
neſs at Frank ford, There he divided his Kingdom among his three 
Sons, to Lewes he gave Saxony, Twringia , Friſia, and the Provinces 
within them, with the Title of Eaft-France : to Carloman he gave Bo- 
Jaria, Auſtria, Bohemia, and Moravia, with the Title of King of Ba- 
varia : To Charles his third Son he gave Smevia, Franconia, with 
ſome parts of Lorain (which he had taken after the death of Lotha- 
riss) with the Title of King of Germany. ; 

.Charles the Fat King of Germany ſtrove for the Empire, and was 
Crowned by the Romans. Pope Fohn would not conſent, and there- 
fore was impriſoned ; he cſ{caping goes into Fraxce, and confirmeth 
Lewes the Stutterer. He 'was courteouſly received by Lewes, ſtays in 
France a whole year, and there holds a Council at Troyes in Cham- 
pan: <f | 

The Pope was ſcarce gone but Lewes dicth, having reigned only 
two years, He had no lawful Children, but two Baſtards : he left his 
Wife with Child. The Queen was afterward delivered of a Son, which 
was ſalated King, and called Charlex, ; 

During;the minority of Charles, Lewes and Carloman Brothers, the 
two Baſtards of Lewes the Stutterer, are choſen by the States to' Go- 
yorn the Realm of France, Lewes was defeated by the Normans, _ 
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dies for griet: .. Soon after his Death it is ſaid, that Carloman fell down * 
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and brake his neck. :Another Lewes ſacceedeth to theſe two Brethren, 


"but he quickly dyed; Then the. States called Charles the Groſr, Kin 


of Bavaria, to this high Dignity. He began his reign, Anno 885, an 
reigned nine years. His entrance was goodly, but his end Tragical.

of ſoextraordinary a Tragedy, that one of the greateſt Monarchs in 
the World, ſhould dye without Houſe, without Bread, without Mourn=

" N the beginning of this Century, Arnold Earl of Sens , uſed great Fablawvchrouig;. 
F Tyranny among the Biſhops and Miniſters of the Church. Here- " 


upon Leofricas, Biſhop of that See, through the advice and/aid of 
Reginald Biſhop of Paris, put out the ſaid Arnold", and delivered: 

the City -unto King Robert; ' But the Brother of the ſaid 4rxold', with: 
divers of his Knights, fled to the Caſtle, and held it- by-force. 'Then: 
the King belieged.the.ſaid Caſtle, and took both it and. m__ s com

Brother of.:Arnold, and:ſent him to Orleans, where being impriſoned 
he dyed ſhortly after. 
; This Robert builded the Caſtle of Menntfort : He founded alſo di- 
- vets Monaſteries and Temples, at Orleans the Temple of St. Avian, at 
Stamps a Church dedicated to the Virgin Mary, and many other in di- 
vers places of his:Realm. And he endowed the Church of St. Denis 
:-with many great priviledges, and had ſpecial devotion to St, Hypolite, 
above all other Saints. 
 Atthis time flouriſhed Fulbert, Biſhop of Chartres, a very learned 
«Man: Sundry Sermons and Treatiſes that are amongſt the works of 
St. Auſtin are ſaid to be his. He wrote an Epiſtle to Adeodatus, where- 
in he firſt reproveth a groſs opinion of ſome Men, who held that Bap- 
.tifm and the Euchariſt were naked ſigns. Then he proveth that theſe 
ſhould not be conſidered as mecr and outward ſigns, but by Faith ac- 
cording to the inviſible vertue of Myſteries. The Myſtery of Faith 
.It is called, faith he, becauſe it ſhould be eſteemed by Faith, and-not 
by ſight, tobe looked into ſpiritually, not corporally 3 the fight of 
-Faith only beholdeth this powerful Myſtery, &*c. Then he illuſtrates 
-the ſame by compariſon” of a baptized Man, who albeit outwardly he 
be the ſame he was before, yet inwardly he is another , being made 
greater than himſelf, by encreaſe of inviſible quantity , that is, of ſa» 
ving grace, &c. Here is no word of ſubſtantial change of the Ele- 
ments; the Bread is ſtill Bread : But wefind two other changes, the 
Faithful are tranſpoſed into the body of Chrift, and Chriſt is infuſed 
into the habitation of a faithful Soul ; yet fo, that Chriſt's body' re- 
maineth in the Heavens 3 and by the Revelation of the Spirit faith be- 
Biblioth. part de holdeth Chriſt preſent, or lying in his Mother's boſom, and dying, ri- 
ebigne Tom: 3..Gng, and aſcending : and heentreth into the gratious habitation of « 
faithful Communicant, and many waies refreſheth him. Here alſo 
we fee, that the ſubſtance of Bread remaineih, as the ſubſtance of 
him who is Baptized remaineth, albeit inwardly he be another, 

Some ſay, that Fulbert compoſed many Songs in praiſe of the Virgin 
Mary; and that he built a Temple and dedicated it unto her. 
Hiſtorians alſo dofteign, that Fwxlbert being ſick was viſited by the 

nift. Magdeb. yirgin Mary, and that ſhe cheriſhed him with her own Milk. 
a O imppudent forgers of lies ! O fooliſh Mortals, who gave credit to 
ſuch palpable lies. 

King Robert dyed Anno't031. His Son Henry ſucceeded him 3. and 

. reigned 33 years. In his time the Realm of Burgundy had an end in 
the poſterity of Boſox, and the Emperours of Germany challenged the 
right and title of it. 

Robert Duke of Normandy, had maintzined the Hereditary love of 
his Father with King Henry , greatly relying upon his friendſhip. 
Having reſolved upon a long and dangerous Voyage to IP 
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he intreated him to take the protetion of Filliam his Baſtard - Son, 
whom he had made his Heir, excluding his lawful Children, Robere 
ſettled his Eſtate before his departure, appointing him goed Gover- 
nours, and putting the ſixongeſt holds, and treaſure into their hands, 
Robert dyed in this long Voyage beyond the Seas, at the City *of Bythi= 
ia; having before his departure commanded the Lords of Normax- 
dy, and ſworn them, and Robert Arch-Biſhop of Rovax , to perform 
their Allegiance unto his Son 7/7/liam, and to take him for their Lord 
and Duke, if he return not again. | 
When King Hezry had ſettled his Land in quietneſs, he then builded 
the Monaſtery of St. Martin, called Des Champs, beſides Paris, and ſet 
therein ſecular Prices. King Hexryafter he .had reigned 3 1 years dy- | 
ed, and was buried at St. Dems. AY 
Anno 1046. Gregory V1. created Odilo Abbot of Cluny, Arch-Biſhop 
of Lyons, ſending him the Pall and the Ring, which he received , yet | 
without accepting the dignity, ſaying, he would reſerve it for him that S 
ſhould be choſen Arch-Biſhop. 
' Berengarius a French-man, Deacon of St. Maurice in Anjou , was the 
. Diſciple of Frulbert. He was the firſt that was accounted an Heretick 
for denying of Tranſubſantiation,and troubled for the ſame. _ In his 
days it was broached, that the Bread of the Euchariſt was the very 
body of Chriſt, and the Wine his Blood, ſubſtantially or properly. 
Berengarius on the contrary , taught that the Body of Chriſt is 
only in the Heavens, and theſe Elements are the Sacraments of his bi 
Body and Blood, | $4 
Adelman Biſhop of Brixia wrote unto him, In the beginning he A 
ſaluteth him as his holy and beloved Brother, and Con-diſciple under 
Fulbert Biſhop of Chartres, Then he ſheweth, he heard it reported, 
that Berengarius did teach, that the Body and Blood of Chriſt , which 
are offered upon the Altar throughout the Earth, are not the very 
Body and Blood of Chriſt, but only a fgure or certain ſimilitude, 
Hhowbeit indeed Berengarius had ſaid nothing ſo. To the intent Adel- 
man may bring his Brother from this opinion, he entreateth him not to 
depart from the DodGrine of their Maſter Fxlbert, and of the Catholick 
Church. Then he appealeth to the teſtimony of Ambroſe , Auguſtine 
and Hierome | who never taught the Do@rine of Tranſubſtantiation. ] ; 
He writeth alſo, that the very Fleſh and Blood of Chrift , was given _ 
unto the Apoſiles at the firſt Inſtitution, and are fill given unto — 
faithful Communicants.

Fohn Semecs, the Glofſator-of the Decrees, expreſly- condemneth 
the words of this Recantation, and faith, -If thou underſtandeſt not the 
words of Berengarius (oundly, thou ſhalt fall into a greater 
Hereſie than he did ; for we break not Chriſt's body into pieces, 
miſt in ſpeciebus, 

Berengarius returning home, returned alſo to-his former Doarine, 
and wrotein defence of it. Some have written, that Berexgarins de- 
nyed the Baptiſm of Infants : But Arch-Biſhop:Uſper ſaith, that in ſo 
many Synods held againſt him, we never find any ſuch thing laid to 
his charge. 

Illyriews gives this CharaGer of him , Tempore Leonis noni , circa 
1049» Berengarius, Vir pietate & eruditione Clarus, Andegaveiſis Eccle= 
fie Diaconus, quum videret Pontificios Dofiores quam plurimos ingenti faſite 
Tranſubſtantiationis fundamenta ſfternere, quod mentem Augnſtini & alio= 
rum Veterum non intelligerent , ſed Sacramentales & Hyperbolicas n01- Vid.

Berengarius dyed (holding his firſt Doctrine) at Toxrs, in the Iſle 
of St. Coſina, and was buried at St. Martins, where his Tomb was "4 
reared: and Hildebert Biſhop of Cemoman, and then of Towrs, and __ 
made his Epitaph, which William of Malmesbury hath ſet down. And _

Platina calleth Berengarius, famous for learning arid hofineſs. He 
was a great friend to karning, and bred many Students of - Divinity at 
his proper charge, and by means of them his Do&rine was ſowed 


' through all France, and the Countries adjacent, This was matter 
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unto his adverſaries to envy him the more, Albeit he did waver as 
Peter did 3 and although his Dodcrine was ſo often condemned by the 
Popes, yet it could not be rooted out of the minds of men : for Mat- 
ther Paris writeth, that all France was affected with this Dodrine. 
and Matthew of Weſtminſter at the ſame time faith, That the Do&rine 
of Berengarius had corrupted all the Engliſh, Ttalian and French Nations: 
So that the Berengarians, that is, the Preachers of the true Faith, 
(which the Romaxiſts call Herehie) againſt the riſing errours did not 
lurk in a Corner. 

And Szgebert in his Chronicle ſaith, that there mere many difputati- 
ons among divers perſons, both for him and againſt him, both by 
word and by writing. 

Thaanus alſo hath noted, that in Germany were many of the ſame 
DoGrine 3 and that Bruxo Biſhop of Trevers, baniſhed them all out 
of his Dioceſs, but ſparing their Blood, And Fobs Toſſington'a Fran- 
ciſcan, in his confeſſion ſet forth Arno 123 80.ſaith thus. The Hereticatl 
ſentence which is raiſed of the dreams of Berexgarius afirmeth openly, 
that all the Fathers of the Church, and Do&ors of 'the ſecond thou- 
ſand-years (as they fpeak) that is, who have beca within 380 years 
have been after the looſing of Satan, and the Doctrine which we (faith 
he) hold to be the Faith of the Church z concerning the bleſſed Eu» 
chariſt, they ſay it is not right, but an errour and hereclie , and the tares 
of Satan being let looſe, 

Todefend the words of the former Recantation, which was given 
in the Synod at Lateras unto Berengarius, theſe flatterers of the Romiſh 
Idol have deviſed a new diſtintion of oral manducation, v:z. That 
oral cating is cither viſible or inviſible. And they called the opinion 
of cating Chriſt's fleſh viſibly, the errour of the Capernaites, and they 
faid, the cating of Chriſt's fleſh with the mouth inviſibly ,- was the 
explication of Chriſt. But the Fathers of higher antiquity condemn- 
cd all oral cating as Capernaitiſm , neither were the Capernaites (o 
ſubtle, as to make ſuch diſtinions : yea ſurely Chriſt would: have 
made his corre&ion according to their errour, Mark what St. Au- 
guſtine faith, who abideth not in Chriſt, and in whom Chriſt abideth 
not, without all doubt, he neither ſpiritually cateth Chriſt's ny" —_u

Philip the tirſt, ſucceeded his Father Henry, This Hexry had cau- 


ſed his Son .Philip to be crowned King being but ſeven years old; and 


gave him Baldwin Earl -of Flanders, for Tutor and ' Regent 'of the 
Realm, | Helived but a little time after his Son's Coronation. The 
King's Minority paſſed quietly by the wiſe government of Baldwin, 
who having accompanied his Pupil to the Age of 15 years, dyeth, and 
leaveth: him his Realm in peace. Baldwin left two Sons, Baldwinand 
Robert with- their Mother _RichiIde. - Then their Unckle Robere the 
Friſon, pretended the Inheritance to belong to him, and ſupplanting 
his Nephews, ſcizeth'on the Earldom of Flanders : and King Philip 
forſakes Baldwir's Children at.their need, forgetting the good- Offices 
he had received from their Father. 

Now V/7iam Duke of Normandy is received King of England, and 
Crowned in a ſolemn Afembly of the Exglihh , and homage is done! 
unto him as their lawful Lord,' A#»o 1066. He had .encountred King 
Haro!d and overcome his Hoſt, in that place where afterward was buil- 
ded the Abbey. of ' Battle in: Suſſex. | 

The day after the Batt]e verycearly in the morning, Odo Biſhop of 
Baieux ſung Maſs for thoſe that were departed, being ſlain in the Battle: 

Before this time Prieſts were forbidden to marry , but could not be 
reſtrained from their liberty. | 

In the Year 1074. Pope Gregory VI. otherwiſe Hildebrand in a Sy- 
nod at Rome, condemned all married Priefis as Nicolaitans, He dis 
rected his Bulls (as they called them) to Biſhops , Dukes, and other 
Powers, declaring every one to be no Prieſt, that had a Wife. His 
Bull was ſent into Italy and Germany. This Decree being proclaimed: 
through all Italy, he ſent many Letters unto the French Biſhops , com- 
manding that they ſhould upon pain of an everlaſting curſe, put away 
all the Women from the Houſes of Prieſts. * But the reſidue of 
the Clergy ſtoutly withſtood the Pope*s decree, and would not agree 
thereunto. 

Then there aroſe ſuch a Schiſm in the Church, that the people 
would not ſend their Prieſts unto the: Biſhops, but did ele& them: a- 


mong themſc}ves, and put them in. Office without the knowledge of 
the Biſhops, And Nexclerw faith, that both Prieſts and people did . 
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. of his faction, 
He being eſtabliſhed, began to defend Gregorie*s pranks, againſt the 
Emperour and others. But the haſtineſs of his death , ſhortned his 
. malice. 
.. When Gregory and Vidor were dead, the Biſhops of Germany and 
Frazce, conlidering the. calamities of the Church, by that unhappy 
ſchiſm, met at Grrſtuxg, to end the controverſie, There Conrade Bi- 
ſhop of Utrecht made a long Oration in the Aſſembly. The Papal 
party had choſen Gebhard Biſhop of Salisburgh, to ſpeak in theirname, 
but when.he heard the Oration of -Coxrade , he would .not - open his 
mouth to ſpeak on the contrary. ” 
At length a Synod was convocated at Memts , whither came : the. 
Emperour, the EleQors, and many Dukes, Peter Biſhop of Portua. 
and Legate of Clemens , and many Biſhops of Germany and France, 
There the faion of Hildebrand by common ſuffrage was condemned, 
as contrary unto Chriſtian piety, and a decree was publiſhed:,' that all 
Chriſtians ſhould ſhun the company of thoſe accurſed perſons. ; 
Hildebert Arch-Biſhop of Toxrs, lived under Philip the firſt King

2X of Jeruſalem often. treated , concerning the preſent ge befor 
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this great adventure, and all other Princes of Exrope came off 
loſers, | . 

Pope Urban had called the Council of Clermont in France foremen- 
tioned, where met many Princes and Prelates to whom he made a = 
long oration : which was to this effeq., Firſt, he bemoaned the mi- © fk 
ſeries of the Chriſtians in Afi2, and the vaſtation. of thoſe holy places, $3550 
Next, he encouraged the Princes in the Council to take Arms againſt ryrius li.z.c. 15. #3 
thoſe Infidels; and to break their bonds in (under, and to caſt their TY Re 
cords far 'from them (as it is written) to caſt out the Handmaid aud 
ber Children. + 

, Otherwiſe, if they would not help to quench their neighbours hou» 
ſes, they muſt expe the ſpecdy burning of their own, and that theſe 
barbarous Nations would quickly over-run all Exrope. 

Now to ſet an edge to their courage, he promiſed to all that went 
this Voyage, a full remiſſion of their fins, and pennances here, and the 
enjoying Heaven hereafter, Laſily, he thus concluded, Gird your "Y 
Swords to your Thighs, O ye men of might: Itis our parts to | 
pray, yours to fight : ours with Moſes to hold up unwearied hands 
to God, yours to firetch forth the Sword againſt theſe Children of 
Amaleck, Amen, ae! 

This motion was moſt chearfully entertained, ſo that the whole 
Aſſembly crycd out, God willeth it : A ſpeech which was afterward j4>il- An- 9. 
uſed as a fortunate Watch-word in their moſt dangerous defigns. 

Then many took a croſs of rcd cloth on their right ſhoulder, as a 
badge of their devotion : And to gain the favourable athiltance of the 
Virgin Mery-to make this War the more happy, her Office was inſtitu- 3 
ted, :containing certain prayers, which at Canonical hours were to be oY

One obſerveth, that it is enough to make it ſuſpicious , that there — 
were ſome ſiniſter ends in this War , becauſe Gregory VII. otherwiſe gi peu © 7 
called Hildebrand (and by Luther in his Chronology , Larva Diaboli.)

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Now a great controverfie was in Chriſtendom about the juveſti-. 
ture of Biſhops, whether the right lay in the Pope, or in ſecular. 
-Princes. 

Now the Pope diverted this queſtion out of Princes Heads, by. 
opening an iſſue another way, and gave vent to the aQivity of their 
ſpirits in this Martial employment, and in the mean time quietly 
went away without any corrival. concluding the controverſie for his. 
own profit. | oo 

Moreover, he got a Maſs of Money by it. He had the office to - 
bear the bag, and what was put into it, as contributed to this action

As the Pope, fo moſt-of the Clergy improved their. Eſtates by this

Franc, p, 109 ged moſt of: their Eſtates (ſelling for Gold; to purchaft with Steel and 
Iron) and the Clergy were generally their Chapmen. Godfrey Duke 
of Bovillon, ſold that Dukedom to the Biſhop of Liege, and the. Caſtle 
5, of Sartenſy and Monſa to the Biſhop of Verdun. Baldwin his Brother 
Daniel-ia Hen- ſold him the City of Verdun. Yea by. theſe, ſales the third part of 
Ws Tos the Feoffs in France, came to be poſſeſſed by the Clergy , who made 
good bargains for themſelves, and had the conſcience. to buy. Earth 

cheap, and Heaven dear. : 

Many Prelates and Fryars left their paſtoral Charges and Covents to 
follow this buſineſs. | 

The total ſum of. thoſe pilgrim Souldiers amounted to three: hun- 
dred thouſand. The French, Dutch, Italian and Engliſh, were the four 
Elemental Nations-, whereof this Army was compounded. But 
France contributed more Souldiers to this Army than all Chriſtendom 
beſides. The fignal-men were Hwgb, ſirnamed le Grand, Brother to 
the King of Fraxce.. Godfrey Duke of Bovillon , Baldwin and . Euftace 
his younger Brothers 3 Stephen Earl of Bloys, Father to Stepben after- 
wards King of Englaud; Reymund Earl of Tholouſe Robert Earl of 
Flanders, Hugb-Earl of St, Paul; Baldwin de Burge, with many more : 
beſides of the Clergy Aimar Biſhop of Pxy, and Legate to the Pope, 
and William Biſhop of Orange. + # 

Out of the fartheſt parts of Traly, Boemwnd Prince of Tarentam, and 
Tancred his Nephew. (both of the Norman ſeed, though growing on 
the Apxlianſoyl) led an Army of twelve. thouſand Men. Many 
Souldiers alſo went out of Lombardy. eek 

England alſo (the Pope's pack-horſe in that Age) ſent many brave 
men under Robert Duke of - Normandy, Brother to William Rufus. (now 
King of England after the Death of his Father) as Beauchamp and 0+

All theſe Princes being called up by Pope Urban, gathered together

Robert the Norman refuſeth the Kingdom 'of Fernſalem, and God- 
frey of Bovillon is choſen King. In 'this choice, that they might know 
the nature of the Princes the better, their Servants were examined on 
Oath to confeſs their Maſter's faviltss The Servants of Godfrey pro- 
teſted their Maſter's only fault was this, That when Mattens were 
done, he would ſtay ſo long in the Church, to know of the Prieft 
'the meaning of every Image and picure, that Dinner at home was 
ſpoiled by his long tarrying : All admired hereat , and unanimouſly 
choſe him their King. 

In the latter end of this Century, Brznme, Chanon of the 
Church of Colex and Rhemes, bare the praiſe of Learning and 
Holineſs , and was Maſter of the Schools, by whom the order of 
the Carihuſians was begun. | 

The Ciſtercian Order was begun Anno 1098. by Robert ,' Abbot of 
Moliſma, as Sigebert ſaith. - 

Godfrey of Bovillon dyed, having reigned one year, wanting five 


days. After his death, the Chriſtians with a joynt conſent ſent to ' 


Baldwin his Brother, Count of Edeſſa , (a City in Arabia, the Lord 
whereof had adopted this Baldwin to be his Heir) and 'entreated him 
to accept of the Kingdom, which honourable offer he courteouſly ems 
braced, Anno 1100. 

He was a Prince of the largeſt fize, higher by the Head than his 
Subjeds 3 Bred he was a Scholar, entred into Orders, and was Pre- 
bendary in the Churches of Rhemes, Liege , and Cambray , but after- 
wards turned ſecular Prince, but Baldwin put not off his Scholar-ſhip 
with his habit, but made good uſe thereof in his Reign.

N»0 1107. Pope Paſcal the: fecond , gathered a Council at 
Troyes in France, to throw out of the hands of the Empe- 
rour Henry V. the right of Inveſtiture of Biſhops. 

In the beginning of this Century, Great Hugh of France 
was buried at Tarſis in Cilicia, Duke Guelpho at Paphos in Cyprus. 
Diemo the Arch- Biſhop of Saltzburgh ſaw his own Heart cut our, and 
Martyred by the Twrks at Chorazin, ſo many thouſand Souldicrs were 
conſumed with Plague, Famine and the Sword, that Conrade, Abbot of 
Urſpurg, who went and wrote this Voyage, ſaith, God manifeſted by 
the event, that this War was not plcaling to him. 

Rabbi Solomon-Farchi, a learned French Few, who hath commented 
on the whole Bible, to whom Lyra is bcholden tor the Hebrew , dyed 
Anno. 1105, 

_ . Fhilip King, of France having rcfigned his Crown to his Son 
Lewes at Orleans, and cauſed him-to be Crowned King , dyeth at 
Melun, Anno 1109. 

Calixtus the ſecond, before called Guido of Burgundy, deſcended of 
the Kings of Eygland and Fraxce, ſucceeded Pope Gelaſius, He was 
choſen Pope at Clugny in France by a few Cardinals, whom Gelaſius had 
brought with him, yet was Pope Gregory alive , whom the Emperour 
himſelf had created. | 

Calixtis beliegeth Satrium, a Town where Gregory was, and 
having taken the Town, and his fellow Pope, he cauſed him to be ſet 


upon a Camel, with his Face to the CamePs Tail , ſo he was brought” 


through the ſireets of Rome, holding the Tail in his hand inftead of 
a Bridle: and afterwards being ſhorn he was thruſt into a Mo- 
naſtery. 

This Pope Calixtus was the firſt that eftabliſhed' the decrees of the 
Papal Sec, againſt the Emperour, He held a general Council at Rhemes, 
and decrced that Prieſts, Deacons and Sub-Deacons ſhould put away 
their Concubines and Wives : and whoſoever was found to keep his 
Wife, ſhould be deprived of Benetice, and all other Eccleſiaſtical li- 
ving , whercupon a certain Engl/i/Þ Writer made thele Verſes 
following.

[1 kim, In the time of this Hoxorids , Arnulph a ſingular preacher . of 

5 Chriſtian Religion flouriſhed. Hugo , Platina and Sabeliicus ſay, he 
was Biſnop of Lions in France. Trithemius ſaith he was a Prieſt, | 
whoſe Hiſtory I will bricfly ſet down. Arnulph, was a devout , and =_ 
zealous Man, a worthy preacher; Coming to Rome, he rebuked in his - 
preaching the diſſoluteneſs, incontinency , avarice , and pride of the , 
Romiſh Clergy, provoking all to follow Chriti and his Apoſtles , rather 


3 in their poverty and pureneſs of Life : by reafon ' whereof this man , 
BE. . was well accepted and liked of the Nobility of Rome, for a true Df» 0 
p? ſciple of Chrift; but of the Cardinals and Clergy he was no leſs ha- #-2<5Y 
K ted, than favoured of the other ; infomuch that privily in the night "20 
p ſeaſon they took him and deftroyed him.

heaping up riches, therefore you are diſpleaſcd with me. 

b I take here Heaven and Earth to witneſs, that I have preached un-

F me and your Creator, who by his only Son hath redeemed you. And 

no marvel; it you ſeek my death, being a ſinful man preaching to you 
the truth, whereas if St. Peter were here this day, and rebuked your 
vices, which do fo multiply above meaſure, you would not ſpare him 
neither. And as he was ſaying this witha loud voice, he added, for 
my part I am not afraid to ſuffer death for the truth's ſake, but this I ſay 
unto you, that God will look upon your iniquities, and be avenged of 
you.

Hildebert foxementioned, Arch<Biſhop of Toxrs; about this' time 

& wrote many Epiſtles : in one unto an Earl going in Pilgrimage , he 

þ- condemneth Pilgrims for viſiting of Monuments. And ſpeaking of 

the: 
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:the Romeniſts, he ſaith their buſinels is in caſe, their prey is in. peace 
their fighting is in fleeing, and vidory-in. cups: they regard-no man, 
nor whe 164 nor time: they are in Judgement Seytbians, in Chamber vi- 
pers, at Feaſts peaſants; in underſtanding ſtones , in -reſpe& of anger 
Gre, to forgive iron, in diſcretion pratling Daws 3 in friendſhip Pan» 
thers, in deceit Foxes, in pride Bulls, to devour Minorants. He 
wrote to Honorins TI. refuting appellations to Rome, becauſe it was a 
* novelty contrary to the Scripture, and very hurtful to the Church. -He 
ſheweth the condition of Rome briefly in two Verſes.

He was apprchendcd, and impriſoned at Rome. 

King Lewes called a Council of the Lords and Biſhops of France, 
at the City of Orleans, where, of the Biſhop of the ſame place, he was 
{folemnly anointed and Crowned, but not without the grudging of the 
Arch-Biſhop of KRhemes. The French begin to fall from their obedi- 
ence, and rebellions are kindled in divers places of his Realm: 
and the places near unto Paris began theſe firſt revolts ; his Reign 
"was very troubleſome. 

He had crowned his eldeſt Son Philip, who going to take the Air on 
'Horſe- back, an Hog paſſed under the Belly of his Horſe, which being 
ſcared threw him down, and bruiſed him ſo, that within few days after 
hedyed. Then King Lewes marrieth his Son Lewes to the Heir of 
Gruienne, He made Hewvy, his third Son, Biſhop of Beavers, another 
Philip Arch-Deacon of Paris, Peter Earl of Courtney , Robert Earl of 
Dremzx, and married his only Daughter Conſtance to Reimand Earl of 
Tholouſe and St. Giles, Lewes the groſs having thus ſettled his Chil 
dren, dyed Anno 1137. | 

His Son-Lewes VII. ſucceeded him , and reigned three and forty 
years, his long reign was nothing happy, and contains in it nothing. 
that was memorable, but that the foundation was laid for a long cala- 
mity for France. | 

After the death-of Baldwin, King of Feruſalem, Baldwin de Burgo 
his Kinſman, was choſen King. 

This Baldwin was a proper Perſonage, and of able body, born nigh 
Rbemes in France, Son to Hugh Count of Rofter. He was very charita- 
ble to the poor, and pious toward God 3 witneſs the brawn on his 
-handsand knees made with continual praying , valiant alſo, and ex- 
ccllently well ſeen in martial affairs. | 

After the death of Aryadphb, Patriarch of Feruſalem, Guarimond born 
in France ſucceeded him. 

About this time the two great orders of Templers and Teutonicks 

appear» 


appeared in the World, The former under Hugh de Pageni, and Gan- 
fred of St. Omer their firſt Founders. Theyagreed in profeſſion with 
the Hoſpitallers, and-performed-it alike, vowing poverty , chaſtity and 
fobedience, and to defend Pilgrings' coming to the Sepulchre. It is- 
alſly fathered on St. Bernard,' that he appointed them - their rule, 
who preſcribeth not what they ſhould do, but- only deſcribeth what 
they did. | | 

Atthe ſame time began the Tentonick, Order, conſiſting only of: 
Dutch-men well deſcended, living at Feruſalem in an houſe, which 
one of that Nation bequeathed to his Country- men that came thither: 
on mm 

King Baldwin was-afterwards taken priſoner., and Emjtace Grenier, 
choſen Vice-Roy while the King was in durance, ftoutly defended the. 
Countrey, Baldwina little before his death renounced the World, and: 
took on him a religious habit. He dyed not long after, viz, in the. 
thirteenth year of his Reign, and was buricd with his predecefſours in 
the Temple of the Sepulchre. 

Falco, Earl of Tours, Mam and Anjou, coming ſome three years be» 
fore on Pilgrimage to Ferxſalem, there married the King's Daughter, . 
he was choſen the fourth King of Feruſalem, 

He was well nigh 60 years old. By his firſt Wife he had a Son, 
Geoffery. of Plantagenet, Earl of Anjou, to whom he left his Lands in: 
France, and from whom our Kings of Exgl/andare deſcended. ' 

Fulcs having reigned eleven years with much care and induſtry, was Tyrius lib. 2g; . 
flain as he followed his ſport in hunting. Thomas Fuller brings him. in ** 
thus ſpeaking his Epitaph. P

= ſhe often converſed together by Letters : He-cxtolled her ſingle

called him the moſt miſerable of Men , one who preſumed to- judge 
the World, and by the ſhadow of his bafeneſs inſult over the lights of 
the World. | 

And he ſaith there, that he was like to be killed every day, and was 
judged as a ſheep for the ſlaughter; yet nevertheleſs he was not afraid 
to ſpeak of their vices, becaule (ſaid he) melius eft ut ſcandalam oriae 
tur, quam veritas relinquatur: It i better that a ſcandal ſhould ariſe, 
than truth ſhould be relinquiſhed. Who at the beginning when the 
order of Monks began (faith he) could think that- Monks would be- 
come ſo naughty ? Oh how unlike are we to thoſe in the days of Az- 
thony? did Macarins live in ſach a manner? did Baſil teach fo? did 
Anthony ordain fo? did the Fathers in Egypt carry themſclvesſo ? how 
is the light of the World become darkneſs? how is the falt of the 
Earth become unfavoury ? I am a Lyar( faith he) if I have not ſeen an 
Abbot having above ſixty horſes in his train; when ye ſaw them 
riding, ye might ſay, Theſe were not Fathers of Monaſteries,but Lords 
of Caſtles; not feeders of Souls, bur Princes of Provinces. 

They have carried after them their Table-Cloths , Cups , Baſons, 
Candleſticks, and Portmantua's ſtuffed not with firaw , but ornaments 
of Beds, ſcarce will any of them go four miles from his houſe , but 
he muſt have all things with him, as if he-were going into a leaguer, 
or through a Wilderneſs, where neceſſaries.could not be had. O va- 
nity of vanities! the Walls of Churches are glorious, and poor folks 
are in neceſſity. 

Yet may it beſaid, that Berxard was a follower of the Popes. I an- 
ſwer, yes; he gave them all the Titles that others gave them: but ſee 
what blows he gave them, as appeareth by-what he wrote to Innocen- 
tius, and Exgenius, helays on them the blame of all the wickedneſs in 
the Church, Inrites he was carried with the ſway of the times , but - 
his Dorine was far different from the Tenets of. the Church of Rome, 
Bern. Epiſt. 91- In one of his Epiſtles he writes thus. T would be in that Council, 
Cres uc® where the Traditions of Mcnare not obſtinately defended, nor ſuper- 

ſiitiouſly obſerved, but where they ſearchdiligently and humbly, what 
1s the good, perfect and acceptable will of God : thither -am I carried 
with all my deſire; and there would I abide devoutly. 
InTratt.depre. And cMewhere he ſaith, many things were deviſed and ordained; 
cept.& DiſpenF not becauſe they might not be otherwiſe, but becauſe it was ſo expe- 
dient, and certainly but foriconſerving charity: therefore! ſo long! as 
the things do ſerve charity., - let | them: ſtand without. 'changes nor 
canithey be changed: without offence, no not by the Rulers.

Duke of Burgundy, the Earls of Nevers, St. Paxl, Auxerre, Gen eva, Poi= 
ftiers, with Simon Earl of Montfort, Of the Clergy, Mils the Pope's 
Legat, the Arch-Biſhops of Sexs and Rovan, the Biſhops of Clermont, 
Nevers, Lyſieux, Bayeux, Chartres, with divers qthers : every Biſhop 
with the Pilgrims of his jurisdiQion; to whom the Pope promiſed 
Paradice in Heaven, but not one penny on Earth. 

Their work was to deſtroy the Albigenſes, which were in great 
numbers in Dau!phine, Provence, Narbon, Tholouſe, and other parts of 
France. Their commiſſion alfo extended to the rooting out of all 
their friends and favourers, whether detected, or only ſulpe&ed ; ſuch 
as were Reimund Earl of Tholouſe, Reymund Earl of Foix, the Vice» 
Count of Beſfiers, Gaſte# Lord of Berx, the Earl of Bigorre , the Lady 
of 1a Vaur, with divers others. 

' The firſt piece of ſervice theſe Souldiers performed, was in ſacking 
the .City:of Beſiers, and Burrough of Carcaſſone, in which many of the 
Papiſts dwelt, and promiſcuouſly were ſlain with the Albigenſes. Yea, 
Pricſts themſelves were cut in pieces in their Prieftly Ornaments, and 
under the banner of the Croſs. 

As for the City of Carcaſſone, which was not far from the Burrough, 
whilſt the City was beſieged , they eſcaped out' by the benefit of a 


- Vaultunder-ground, and fo ſhifted abroad for themſelves, Hitherto 


this War was managed by the Pope's Legat. 

Simon Earl of Montfort is now choſcn Captain of this Army, who 
ſwears to vex the Lord's enemies. 

After he was ſeized of the Vice-County of Beſiers, he took many 
other Caſtles and Cities. | 
' When the Quarantine, or forty days ſervice of - this Army was ex- 


pired (the time the Pope ſet them to merit Paradice in) they would not. 


{tay any longer, but ran away. - And though the Biſhops perfwaded 
ſome few to ſtay, yetcould they little prevail, which was no ſmall ad- 
vantage to the Albigenſes.

The Earls of Tholowſe, Foix, and Comminge, and Prince of Bern, ſhel- 
tred- themſelves under Peter King of Artagon ,, whoſe homagers they 
were, recciving'inveſtiture from him, though their-Dominions lay on

This King ſuſpected the greatneſs of the Earl of Montfort, therefore 
he fomented a faction in them againſt the Holy Army : he charged Ear] 
Simon for (cizing-on the Lands of good Catholicks, for ſuppoſed He- 
reticks; and complained' that the-Vice-Count of Befiers, who lived 'ard 
dycd firm.in.the-RemifÞ Faith, was lately trained into the Legat's hand, 
and againſt Oaths and promiſes of his ſafe return, was kept Priſoner till 
his death, and his Lands ſeized on by Earl Simon, | 
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. Apitcht- Battle was fought near the Caſtle of Moret,, where the 
King of Arragon being wounded to death-fell from-his Horſe , wo 
immediately his Army ran all away. Simon purſued them to th 
Gates of Thalowſe, and killed many thouſands. The Fryars imputed 
this Vitory to the Biſhop's BenediQion, and adoring a piece of the 
Crofs, together with the fervency of the Clergyes prayers, that remain- 
ed behind in the Caſtle of Moret, 

Yet within few years, the fage of this War began to alter, for young 
Reimund, Earl of Tholowſe, exceeding his Father in- valour and ſuc- 
ce(s, ſo beſtirred himſelf, that in few months he regained what Earl 
Simon was many years in getting, And at laſt, Earl Simoz beſieging 
Tholouſe, with a ſtone which a Woman let fly out' of an Engine , had 
his Head parted from his body ; Some conceived, they ſaw God's fin- 
ger in the Womans hand, that becauſe the greater part of his cruelty 
lighted on the weaker Sex (for he had buried the Lady La Vaxr alive, 
reſpe&ing neither her Sex nor Nobility) a Woman was choſen out to 
be his Executioner. He dyed even then when the Pope and three 
Councils, of Vawr, Lateran, and Montpelier, had pronounced him Son, 

Servant, favourite of the Faith, the invincible defender thereof. As 

mong other of his tiles, he was Earl of Leiceſter in England, and Fa-: | 
ther to Simon Montfort the Cataline of this Kingdom, who under pre-* Gre Camden in 
tence of curing this Land of ſome grievances, had killed it with his wry gene 
Phylick, had he not been killed himſelf in the battle of Eveſham in the <<-fhire. 

Reign of King Hezry the third, 

Here ended the ſtorm of open War againſt the Albigenſes*, though 4 
ſome great drops fell afterward. And the Pope grew ſenſible of ma- ; 5g 
ny miſchiefs in proſecuting this people with the Holy War. Three Perin de Abe |» 2 
hundred thouſand of theſe croiſed Pilgrims loſt their lives in this.ex- *T ** 
pedition within the ſpace of fifteen years, ſo that there was neither 
City, nor Village in Fraxce , but by reaſon hereof had Widows and 
Orphans, curſing this expedition. The Pope therefore now reſolves hl 
upon a privater way, namely to proſecute them by way of Inquiſition. ' 3

King Lewes VIIE. having compounded with Almery, the Son of 
Simon Earl of Montfort, for Languedoc, reſolves to unite this rich Pro» 
vince to the Crown, 

To this end he levies a great Army, fortified with cruel Edits a- 
oainſt the Albigenſes as Hereticks, and Rebels. Count Reymund ſub- 
mits himfelf to Pope Honorizs, and yieldeth to Lewes, and perſwades 
the Earl of: Cominges to the like obedience, Thus both' of them a- 
bandap the people, and' go to Rome, leaving the poor Albzgenſes to the 
mercy of Lewes, who preſently ſubdues all Lenguedoc and Provence. 

The Houſe of Montlor, one of the greateſt in the County of Vivarer, 
having followed the 4lbigenſes party makes his peace; by means of the 
Town of Argentiere, given to the Biſhop of' Vzz»zers, who 'enjoycth it 
to this day, Many Families were made defolate : Theſe poor miſera- 
ble people were diſperfed here and there ; and fuich as remained inthe 
Country were forced to acknowledge the Pope's Authority. Lewes 
ordered the Marſhal Foy, of the houſe of Mrrepois to command his 
Forces, leaving the Lord of Beawjen, for Governour and Licutenant- 
General of Langaedoc. | | 
All this miſchief was contrived by the Pope, who had ſent his Les 
Fox. A&.& mo- pat into Fraxce, to ſummon a Council at Bitmre, whither the King 
mn Vol. with ſix Arch-Biſhops, and the Biſhops and Suffragans of nine Pro- 
vinces repaired, to the numer of an hundred, beſides the Abbots, 
Priors, and Procors of all the Covents of France. Having, diſpatch'd

1. They Alledged the great. damages and expences,which they were 
like to ſuſtain thereby,- by reaſon of the continual procurators of 
the Pope, which in every Dioceſs muſt live, not of their own, 
but muſt be ſuſtained npon the charges of the Cathredral Churches, 
and other Churches alſoz and many times they being but procurators 
will be found as Legats. | 

2. By that means (they ſaid) great perturbations might enſue to 
the Covents and Chapters of Cathedral Churches in their eleRions 3 
Foraſmuch as the Pope's Agents and Facors, being in every Cathe- 
dral Church and Chapter-houſe, perchance the Pope would command 
him inhis perſon to be preſent at their elections, and ſo might trbuble 
the ſame by delaying and deferring , till it might fall to the Court. 
of Rome to give , and ſo ſhould be placed more of the Pope's Clien- 
tele in the Churches of Fraxce, than of ghe proper Inhabitants of the

3- By this means they affirmed, that all they in the Court of Rome, 
ſhould be richer and receive more for their proportion, than the King, 
of the Realm : by means whereof the Court of Rome would delay:

5. Whereas the removing away the ſlander was alledged which go- 
eth on the Court of Rome 3" by this means rather the contrary were 
to be feared, wherein that ſentence was alledged. :

That great riches flop not the taking of much, but @ mind contented 
with a little, 

6. They added, that great riches would caufe factions among the 
Romans, and taking of ſides and parties, ſo that by great poſſeſſions ſe- 
dition might follow to the ruine of the City. 

7. That though they would oblige theraſelves to that contributi- 
on, yet their Succeffours would not be fo bound , nor yet ratifie that 
bond of theirs. | | 

8. They deſired the Legat, that the zeal of the Univerſal Church, 
and of the Church of Rome would move him : for if this oppretlion 
of the Church ſhould be Univerſal, it were to be doubted , leſt an Uni» 
verſal departing might follow from the Church of Rome, which God 
forbid (ſaid they) ſhould happen: 


The Legat hereat excuſed himſelf, that he being in the Court never 
agreed to this exaction ; and that the Letters came not to him before 
he was in Fraxce, and as for him he would ſtir no more in the mat- 
ter, before it were proved wh# other Countries would ſay and do 
therein.. 

King Lewes paſſing with a great Hoſt by Bowrges and Nevers,march- 
ed to Lyons; and from Lyons to Avignon, which for diſobedience to the 
Church of Rome had ſtood: accurſed by the Pope for feven years. 
The Citizens of Avignon, ſhut their gates againſt the King and his 
Army, not ſuffering them to come within the City. Wherefore the 
King aſſaulted the City, and loft there many of his Men, among which 
Guy Ear] of St. Paul, and the Biſhop of Lemerick,, and others to the, 
number of two and: twenty thouſand there were ſlain. In the end' 
they ſubmitting to the King's pleaſure, and the correction of the 
Pope, an agreement was made and the King and his Army were 
received-into the City, andthe Citizens received abſolution from the 
Pope's Legate. 

King Lewes to avoid the peſiilence that was in |is Camp, went into 
an Abbey not-far off, where ſhortly after, he dyed, and was carried' to 
Paris, where he was interred, Anno 1226. 

Near unto this time, Gulielmus de Alta; Petra, Biſhop of Pars, 
wrotc a Book de Clero, wherein he thus ſpeakerh of the Clergy of his 
time, No godlineſs or Learning is ſeen in them, butrather all deviliſh 
flthineſs, and monſtrous vices ; they are not the Church, but Babylon: 
and Egypt, and Sodom ; the Popiſh Prelats build not the Church bur. 
deſtroy it 3, they, mock God, and'they. and. their Prieſts do hats” 
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Rhemes, 

There is extant a conſtitution of this King Lewes, bearing date, Anno 
1228, ſb. Tit. de Talis, wherein he regrateth the Avarice of Popes, 
ſaying, that exaCions, and grievous burthens of Moneys are laid on 
the Churches of<our Kingdoms by the'Court of Rome , whereby the 
Kingdom is miſerably exhauſted. We will therefore, that theſe be 
levied upon no condition, nor gathered, except only for a reaſonable, 
pious, and moſt urgent neceſhity, and by our exprels and willing 
conſent, and with. the conſent of the Church it felf of our 
Kingdom. 

At that time the Senate of Parj, did preſent unto Fohn Santroman, 
the King's Advocate, the Pope's Bull to be read: and anſwered, He 
replyed, ſaying, The greateſt confuſion of all things would ariſe upon- 
the accepting of that Bull : for by authority of ſuch in former times, 
the Freuch people had in great numbers gone out of the Kingdom to' 
Rome, of whom ſome became ſlaves or clients to the Cardinals 3 and FY- Y 
fome living more liberally, had idly waſted their Patrimony:: and 0- true TR 
thers in the City, or by the way had periſhed with: the badnefs of the: grmorie. 1t:44- 3 
Air, and frequent peſtilence ; and ſo Fraxce was exhauſted of Sub- £4 
zeas, eſpecially of Learned men. He ſheweth alſo, how vaſt ſums of _ 
Moneys were carried away for vacancies, ad Advouzons of Biſhopricks 
and Abbeys, and other Titles in the Church, ſo that ſometimes ten or- 
twelve Bulls were ſold forone Prieſthood; And if this cuſtom ſhall 
continue (ſaith he) it ſhall come topaſs, that who hath any ſtore of 
Moneys, will ſend-to Rome, and: buy a. Pricfthood' unto his Son or 
Couſin, The ReQor of the Univerſity of Paris, ſpake to the ſame: 
purpoſe ; and having proteſted at length againſt the Bull, he appealeth- ow 
from the iniquity. thereof to the next Council, 

The Pope's Legate having raiſed: an immenſe ſum of Money in 
France, Lewes prohibited that the Money: ( which. was yet in France): 

__ be delivered. to the Pope's Aſſigns, or. tranſported out. of the- 
Kingdom. 

King Fobn Bren reſigneth the Kingdom of Feruſalem to Frederick; 
the ſecond Emperour, There-was alſo a Peace with the Tarks con- 
cluded forcight years. : 

John got now more in a twelve-month than in ſeven years before,-p. ' zi, 4+ © 
going from. Country to Country, In France, ' befides rich gifts left Phib 2- A 
eo himſelf, he had the managing_.of ſixty. thouſand Cxowns, . the. Le-- _ 
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rick, his Son-in-Law, by the Pope's inftigation. 
the Pope provided; that match for Frederick, to employ him in Paleſtine, 
whilſt he at home:might play his game at pleaſure. 

Frederick, recovereth all Paleſtine and Jeruſalem without expence of 
time or blood : and concluded a ten years truce with the Szltan withe 
out the Pope's conſent, And on Eafter-day tryumphantly entring 
Feruſalem crowned himſelf King with his own hands. For Gerard 
Patriarch of Fermſalem, and Oliver Maſter of the Templars , with all 
the Clergy abſented themſelves : neither was there any Maſs ſung in 
the City, ſo long as the Emperour being excommunicated remained 
there. Inthe Interim, the Chriſtians every where build and repair 
the Cities of Paleftine, being now relignced into their: hands : Joppa 
and Nazereth they firong]ly fortified 3 the, Walls of. Feraſalem were 
repaired, the Churches, adorned. But ſhort: were the ſmiles of this 
City, which groaning under God's old curſe, little joyed her ſelf in 
this her new bravery. | 

About the year 1232, the Greekg recover their Empire from the 
Latines, who had made an hard ſhift to hold Conftaxtinople almoſt fixty 
years under hive ſucceeding Emperours. ' 1. Baldwin the firſt, Earl of 
Flanders, 2. Henry his Brother. 3. Peter, Count of Anxerre in 
France, Henry's Son-in-Law. 4. Robert. . . 5. Baldwin the fifth , and- 
laſt. 

At this time the Zartarians over-run. the North of Afia, and many: 
Nations fled from their own Countries: for fear of them. Among 
other, the Coraſines, a fierce and. Warlike people, were forced to for- * 
ſake their Land. 

Being thus unkennelled, they have recourſe to the Sultan of Babye 
lon, who beſtows on them all the Lands the Chriftians held in Paleſtine. 
They march to: Feruſalem, and take it without refiſtance, «Soon after 
the Coraſines elated herewith, fell out with the Szltan himſelf, who in 
anger roated out their Nation, ſo that none remained. 

The French-men make War againſt Reymund, Earl of Tholoufe, and. 
think.to encloſe him in his Caftle-'of -Saraceze:: but the Earl lying in 
Amhutfh for them.in Woods ,. ſlew:many of them, and 500 of the 
French Souldiers were taken 3 and of their Scrvitors to the' number 
of 200 men in.armour were! taken;, of whom ſome lolt their eyes, 
ſome their cars; ſome their legs, and fo. were-fent home : the reſt were

King Leer puts a ſtop tothe perſecution-of the Albigenſes, ſaying, 
that-they muſt perſwade them by reaſon, and/-not 'conſtrain-them by 
force. whereby 'many' Families wete preſerved in thoſe Provinces. ;

Inhs days there was a-moſt deteftable and blaſphemous book: fer 
forth by the Fryars, which they called , Evangelinm Aternum, or E- 
vangeling: ſpiritice arti}: The Everlaſting Geſpel;or, The Goſpel of the 
Holy Ghoſt, Wherein it is ſaid, That the Gofpel of 'Chriſt was: not to- 
be compared to it, notriore than darkneſsto light. That the Gofpel 
of Chriſt ſhould Be' preached but fifty yeats, and then this everlaſting 
Goſpel ſhould rule the Church. | | 

He mightily impugned this peſtiferous Book. He was by the Pope, |

Alexanderarmed Thomas Aquinas, and Bonaventure ( men of violent

Now Lewes IX. came to afhiſt the Chriſtians in Peleſtize. ' His no- 
bility diſwaded from that deſign. Lewes takes_up 'the Croſs ,-and 


, voweth to cat no Bread, until. he was recognized with the . Pilgrim's 


Badge. Their went along with him, his two Brothers, Charles Earl 
of Anjou, Robert Earl of Artois; his own Queen, and their Ladies, 
Odo the Pope's Legat, Hugh Duke of Burgandy, William Earl of Flax- 
ders, Hugh Earl of St, Paul, and William Longspath Earl of Sarubury, 
with a band of valiant Exgliſh-men, | 

The Pope gaveto this King Lewes for his charges, the tenth of the 
Clergy's revenues through France for three years , and the King em- 
ployed the Pope's Collectors to gather it ; whereupon the Eftates of 
the Clergy were (haven as bare as their crowns ; and a poor Prieſt, who 
had but twenty ſhillings annual penſion, was forced to pay two yearly 
to the King. Having at Lyons took his leave of the Pope, and a ble\(- 
ſing from him, he marched toward Avignonz Where ſome of the city 


wronged his Souldiers, eſpecially with foul Language. 


His Nobles defired him to beſfiege the city , the rather , becauſe it 
was ſuſpected, that therein his Father was poiſoned, To whom Lewes 
moſt chriſtianly ſaid, I come not out of Fraxce to revenge mine own 
quarrels, or thoſe of my Father, or Mother, but injuries offered to Je+ 
ſus Chriſt. Hence he went without delay to his Navy, and ſo com- 
mitted himſelf to the Sea. | 

| Lewes arrives in Cyprus, where the peſtilence raging , two hundred 
and forty Gentlemen of note dyed of the infection. Hither came the 
Ambaſſadours from a great Tartarian prince, invited by the fame of 
King Lewes his piety, profeſling to him, that he had renounced his Pas 
ganilen, and embraced Chriſtianity, and that he.intended to. ſend. Meſ- 

ngers to the. Pope to be further inſtructed in his Religion: but ſome 
Chriſtians which were in Tartary diſwaded him from going to Rome. 
King Lewes received theſe Ambaſſadours cuurteouſly, diſmiſſing them 
with bounteous gifts. - And by them he ſent to their Maſter a Tent, 
wherein the Hiſtory of the Bible was as richly, as curiouſly depicted in 
Needle-work, hoping thus to catch his'Eyes, and both in his preſent; 
pictures then being accounted Lay-mens books. 

The French land in Egypt, and Damtate is taken by them. Diſcords 
grew between the French and Engliſh, the cauſe was, for that the Earl 
of Sarisbury in ſacking a Fort got more ſpoil therein than the Engliſh. 
Then dyed Meladine, the Egyptian King. Robert Earl of Artois, Bro= 
ther to King Lewes, fighting with the Egyptians, contrary to the 
Counſel of the Templars, is overthrown. In his flight he cryed to 
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the Earl of Sari«b»ry, Alee, flee, for God fighteth againſt us.. To whom 
our Earl, God forbid my Father's Son ſhould flee from the face'of a 
Saracen, The other: ſecking to ſave himſelf by the (wiftneſs of his 
Horſe, and crofling the River was drowned, The Eart of Sarisbary 
flew many a Twrk,, and though unhorſed and wounded in his Legs, 
ſtood on his Honour, when he could not ſtand on his Feet and refu- 
fing all quarter, upon his knees laid about himlike a deſperate man. . 
He fought till at laſt he breathed forth his Soul in the midſt of his E» 
nemies, Of all the Chriſtians there eſcaped no more than two Tem- 
plers, one Hoſpitaller, and one common Souldicr, the Meſſengers of 
this heavy news. The Plague ſwept away many thouſands of the Frexch 
daily. Mean time King Lewes (ent many of the weakeſi of the peo- 
ple down the River to Damiata, Melechſala King of Egypt, mecting 
them by the way, .cither burned or drowned them all, fave one Eng- 
liſh-man, Alexander Giffard (whoſe antient Family flouriſheth to this 
day at Chellington in Stafford:ſvire) who wounded in five places of his 
body, eſcaped to the French , and reported what had happened to the 
reſt, Melechſala_came upon the reſt with an infinite multitude, and 
put them all (being few and feeble) to the Sword, taking King Lewes 
with his two Brethren, Alphonſe 'and Charles priſoners. Then was 
there a general Lamentation over all Chriſtendom, chiefly in France, 
where all were ſorrowtful. | F 
Melechſala is ſlain by Tarqueminus, a ſturdy Mammalukg , who ſuc- 
ceeded him in the Egyptian Kingdom. Lewes at laſt was reſtored ta 
his Liberty upon condition, that the Chriſtians ſhould ſurrender Da- 
miata, and healſo payback tothe Turks many thouſand pounds, both 3 
for ranſom of Chriſtian Captives, and in ſatisfaQion of the vaſtations 8 
they had committed in Egype. 4 
Lewes for the ſecurity of this Money pawned to the Turk, the 
Pyx and Hoſt (that is the body of Chriſt Tranſubſtantiated in the Eu» 
chariſt) as, his chiefeſt Jewel , which he ſhould be moſt careful to re» Du. Serres mit 
deem. Hence in perpetual memory of this conqueſt, we may ſee a i Lud: 9. 
Wafer-cake and a box, always wrought in the borders of that Tape- 
ſiry which is brought ont of Egypt. - 
Hence Lewes failed to Prolemais, being forſaken of the Pope,Friends, 
Subjects, Brothers, Alphonſe and Charles, though ſent into France to 
ſolicite his ſuit, and to advance his,xanſom with ſpecd, yet being arri- 
ved forgot the afliGion of Foſeph. Blaxch , the King's Mother, ha- 
ving gathered a conſiderable ſum of money, and ſhipped it for Paleſtine, 
a Tempeſt in a moment caſt that away, which her care and thrift was 
many months in getting, ' His Queen Margeret was with him, which 
Comewhat mitigated his gricf, Here ſhe bore him a child, which be- 
cauſe another Bexoni, or fon of ſorrow, was called Triſtram.

After fourteen years Interregaum Pope Urban 1V. appointed Charles 
Duke of Anjox, younger Brother to King Lewes of France; King of 
Sicilyand Feruſalem, Charles ſubdued 'Maufrid , and Conradin his 
Nephew, and poflefſed Szcily, but for the gaining 'of Feruſalem, he ne> 
ver regarded it, nor came thither at all, Hugh King of Cyprus, was

In the Year 1253. was great contention between the. Maſters © 
Sorbox in Paris, and the preaching Fryars , who were ſo increaſed in 
number and honour, becoming the Confeſſors and counſellors of Kings, 
that they would not be ſubje& unto-the former Laws and Cuſtoms.

Tho. Fullers ho- . The Chriſtians were now plagued with Bendocdar, the Mammaluke 
WWe.+ Prince in Egypt, who ſucceeded Melechem, and every where raging a» 
gainſt them, either killed or forced them to forſwear their Religion. 
The City of Foppa he took, and burnt, and then won Antioch, ſlaying 
therein twenty thouſand, and carrying away captive an hundred 
thouſand Chriſtians, Theſe woful tidings brought into Exrope, 
ſo wrought on the good diſpofition of Lewes King of France, 
that he reſolved to make a ſecond Voyage into Paleſtine to ſuccour the 
Chriſtians. 

And to that end he provideth his Navy , and is accompanied with 
Philip and Triſtram his Sons, Theobald King of Navaerr, his Son-in- 
Law, Alphonſe his Brother, and Guido Earl of Flanders ; there went 
alſo Edward, eldeſt Son to Henry 11. King of England. 

Lewes having now hoiſed up fail, it was concluded , that to ſecure 
and clear the Chriſtians paſſage to Paleſtize from Pirates, they ſhould 
firſt take the City of Carthage in Africa by the way. 

This Carthage long wreſtled with Rome for the Soveraignty , till 
Scipio cruſhed out her'bowels with one deadly fall. Yet long -after 
the City ſtood, before utterly demoliſhed : at laſt by the counſel of 
Catoit was quite deſtroyed, it being within a days Sail from Rome. 
Out of theruinesof this famous City, Tx1is aroſe, which was not then 
conſiderable in bigneſs, great only in miſchief , being ſeated betwixt 
Exrope , Afia, and Africa, and ſo became a worſe annoyance to 

* Chriſtian Traffixk , than a whole Countrey of Saracens elſe- 
where, . 
The ſiege of Tw#is being begun, the Plague ſeized on the Chrittian: 
SirWalt Rath Army, whereof thouſands dyed, among others Triſtram, King Lewes 
a Et” his Sor;; and he himſelf of a Flux followed after. Many good Laws 
he made for his Kingdom: that not the worſt , He firſt retrenched 
his Barons power to ſuffer parties to try their Titles to-Land by duels.

And becauſe by his command it was executed upon a rich Citizen of 
Paris, fome ſaid he wasa Tyrant, Hehearing it, ſaid before many, 1 
would to God that with ſearing my own Lips, I could baniſh out of my 
Realm all abuſes of Oaths, He loved moreto hear Sermons than to. 
be at Maſs, yet was he ſomewhat ſuperſtitious, as appearcth by ſome:

This King being of eakie. belief trea- 
ted with the ſaid Emperour fox a great ſum of Money, and bought 
that crown, which was put in the holy Chappel of Paris with great 
ſolemnity. 

Shortly after the Venetians having bought a piece of the true croſs 
(as they (aid )for two thoufand and five hundred pounds, ſold it again 
to the ſame King Lewes for double the price, The King himſelf car- 
ried it bare- headed and bare-foot to our Lady of Paris: and the Pope 
gave to it fourty days of pardon. 

His body was carried into France there to be buried, and was moſt 
miſerably toſſed, He was Sainted after his Death by Pope Boniface 
VIII, and the 25th. day of Auguſt ( on which day in his firſt Voy+ 
age to Paleſtine he went on Ship board ) is conſecrated to his Me- 
mory. Tunis was ſurrendred on conditions 3 the French return 
home, "whilſt Prince Edward valiantly fetteth forward for Pa- 
leſtine. |

The firſt and moſt forcible of all, was the contrariety in the Na- 
tures of the Cardinals which were preſent at the EleQion at Viterbo, 
who were eighteen in number ; all obſtinate and untractable, and 
ns {worn cach of them never to yeild to- his companiofi in the

All of them believed themſelves worthy of the Papacy, and every 
one negotiated for himſelf, without ſpeakinga word of other preten=- 
ders, fo that it was not poſſible among, eighteen ſeveral competitors, to- 
come toany reſolution. But that impediment being removed, in 


which the Cardinal contilhucd obſtinate for aboye ten Months, there: 
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” wtoſc another 'whichlaficd above' a year, and was thefecond 'oecifion 
'of the'ttedionſneſs'of the Eledtion, and that is, 'that the Cardinak 
were divided into tyo Faftions, one of them Ttalzays the other French, 
Theſe would havea Pope of their own Nation , and the 7:alians 
would have him of theirs 3 neither of them complying with the o- 
ther, and the number of the Frexch being equal to the 'Ttalians, 'there 
beirig no way to gain the'two thirds of their Votes," they remained 
divers weeks obſtinate, and doing nothing but the heaping diſſention 
upon diſſention.

The other reaſon was, that this delay growing tedious to the Prin- 

ces, and particular to Philip King of France, and Charles King of Si- 
©ily, theſe two-Princes reſolved'to- come in perſon to Viterbo, and ſoli- 
cite the Cardinals to expedite the creation of the Pope, Upon this 
occafion the Cardipals which were adherents to theſe two Crowns, 
having notice of their Reſolutions, would do nothing till they were 
arrived : who when they did come, ſerved for nothing but to protra&t 
the -eleQion, though their deſire was fo haſten it 3 each of them re- 
comtnending different perſons. The Princes finding all their inter- 
cefſions incfte&ua], returned as they came, leaving the whole buſineſs 
£0 the Cardinals.

Atter theſe and other Writings had paſſed to and fro, between the 
French King and the Pope, within a year and an half after , the King 
ſummoneth a Parliament, ſending down his Letters to his Sheriffs and 
other Officers, to ſummon the Prelates and Barons of the Realm unto 
the ſaid Couzt of Parliament according to the Tenour of the King's 
Letters Patents. 
Then William Nagaretts, Knight and profeſſour of the Laws, made 4. x, ans 
a large Declaration and appeal againſt Pope Boniface VIII. at Paris be» Monum, Tom-1. 
fore the King and his Council. bs 
He taxeth Boniface to bean Intruder into the Papacy, that entring 
not in at the door, he is to be judged a Thiet and a Robber, Hede- 
clares him to be guilty of many Herefies, and to be an horrible Simo- 
niack.

man, a deſtroyer of the Churches, one that is very greedy after gold, -

We Philip by the Grace of God, hearing and underftanding the ObjeG;- 
ons propounded by our beloned and faithfnl Knight, W.of N agaretta againſt 
Boniface, having now the Regiment of the Romiſh Church, &c, We 
earne(tly beſeech and require, in the Bowels of Jeſus Chriſt, you Arch-Bi- 
ops, and other Prelates here preſent , as Children of the Church , and 
piliars of the Faith , that you would labour the calling and aſſembling 
of a Conncilz in which We intend to be perſonally preſent, &c., 


Then the Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, and Priors, anſwered the 
premiſſes.provoked and Appealed, &c. And made an Appellation, 
Agreement, and proteltation , as was contained in a certain paper, 
there openly and plainly read, in Tenour and Form following. 


We Arch-Biſhops of Nicoſen, Remen, Senorem, Narbon , and Biſhops 
of Landviren, Belnacen, Carolacen, Antitidoze, Meldimen, . Nurmen, 
Chartres, Oxleans, Anjou, Conſtance, with many others, And we Ab- 
bots of Clugny, Praexmonltrator of the greater Monaſtery of the Coxrt 
of St, Denis in France ,, St. Vidor , St. Genoveue, St. Martin, &c., 
and Fryar Hugh, Viſitor of the Howſes of the Order of Knights of $t. John 
of Jeruſalem + France, and the Father Prior of $t. Martin inthe fields, 
&c, Hearing theſe things which were ſaid, propounded, and objetted yeſt- 
erday, and to day by you the Lords, Earls, and Wil, aforeſaid , againſt 


- Pope Bonitace VITI. &c. We anſwer you, our Lord and King, and you, 


our Lords, Earls, and William, that (the Honour and Reverence of the 
Holy-Romiſh Church falved in all points ) we agree to your due Requeſt 
in this bebalf for the calling of the Conncil, and are ready to afſift to the 
calling together of the ſaid Council, according to the Decrees of the Ho- 
ly Fathers, and to the lawful Orders of the Canons, not intending by 
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auy, means to:maks parties of this matter, no to ftich, to auy rhat "nakeeh = : 
bel cy And left we ſhould be bindred by any means by the ſaid\ Bonis. 
face, by Excommunication, Suſpenſion, interdiftion, depoſing , deprivation;

After theſe things thus in the Parliament decreed, and agreed ; the 
Prelates conſulting with themſelves what to do in ſo doubtful a mat- 
ter, and dreading the Pope's diſpleaſure for what was now done, to 
clear themſelves to the Pope, partly to certifie him what was done, and 
partly alſo to admoniſh him what he (ſhould do, fent this enſuing Let- 
tex to him, thus directed, | 


To ther moſt Holy Father, and deareft beloved Lord, Boxiface, 
the chief Biſhop of the Holy Romiſh Church, and the Univerſal 
Church : his humble and devout Arch-Biſhops, Abbots, Priors, 
Conventuals , Deans, Provoſis, Chapters, - Covents, and Col- 
ledges, of the Cathedral and Collegiat Churches , Regular and 
Secular, of all the Realm of France, being gathered together, do 
offer moſt deyout kiſlings of yourbleffed Feet.

being read unto them ſitting by him, batb. oe Lord: the King, and the 
Barons were highly incenſed, Then the King commanded tg be called be- 
fore him the other Barons then abſent; and us.'alfs' to appear perſonally, 

&c, Being all thus called, and come together, we. flood before the King 
this Wedneſday being the tenth of this. preſent April ., #m_ St, Mary's 
Church in Paris, There our Lord the King told as, that it was ſignified 
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for bu Kingdom (which be and his Anceſtors hitherto do acknowledge they 
bold of God only ) now ought in Temporal things to be ſubjet unto you,

And ye bavecalled to appear before you the Prelates and Clergy of the 


ſaid Realm, forthe: correfting of ſuch wrongs as ye pretend to be done 
#0 Ecclefiaftical perſons, both Regular and Secular abiding within the 
Realm and elſewhere, &c. 

Ye are charged alſo for reſerving, and wilful ordering of Arch-Bi+ 
ſhopricks, Biſmepricks, and beſtowing' of great Benefices of the Realm pon 
Strangers, whereby the decay of God's Worſhip hath enſued, the pious wills 
of the godly Founders, are defrauded of their godly purpoſe, the poor of 
this- Realm are without their accuſtomed Alms, the Realmis impoveriſhed; 
and the Church is in danger of Ruine , the Churches being unſerved: 
whilſt the Prophets are taken away, the fruits of thoſe that ſerve them 
being given unto ſtrangers.

* Therefore be required-us all, both: Prelates and Barons to ordain whole- 
ſome things, for the eaſing of the aforeſaid grievances , and for redreſſing 
the Realm and the French Church : and therefore we ſhould regard to be 
ready with counſel to belp in ſeaſon (.as we are bound by-the duty of fide- 
liy) in theſe tbings, | 

Then the Barons baving debated together on theſe matters , coming to 
our Lordthe King, and thanking bim for bis laudable purpoſe , anſwered 
with one voice, that for-thoſe things they. were not only ready to offer to 
ſpend their goods, but alſo to yield their perſins unto death : adding; that 
if the King wonld ſuffer theſe things, yet they would not, 

Then-our anſwer being demanded, we ſaid , that we would not offend 
egainſt the liberty of the Realm; nor by any means innovate things con- 
trary to the King's honour in that-bebalf, : 

IVe exborted him to keep the boud of Unity, which hath continued until 
#ow, betwizt the HolyRomilh Church, and bis predeceſſours , but when 
we were told, that if any Mau were of a contrary mind, from- theuceforth 
be ſhould be manifeſtly counted an Enemy of the King andthe Realm ;, we 
guſwered, that we would belp our Lord the King with due counſel and Aid, 
for - the preſerving of bis perſon; and of the Laws and: Liberties of the 
ſaid Realm, like as we are- (certain of us) by the duty of Allegiance 
bound to bim, which bold of him Dukedoms , Earldoms, Baronies, Fees, 
&c. by the form of "the Oath av all others do. Tet we requeſted the King 
that ſeeing we were bound to obey your Holineſs, be would ſuffer us to go 
according to the Tenor of your aforeſaid calling. Then it was anſwered 
on the bebalf of -the King and Barons, that \inmo caſe-they:would ſuffer-us 
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- Then we conſidering of ſo great an anger, and trouble ſo jeopardous: and 
alſo what things are attempted againft Churches and Church-men,; to ſpoil 
their Goods and Richer, with jeopardy of life; ſeeing that the Laity ds now 
abbor the obedience of Clerks, and bave taken courage to condemn the Ec 
clefiaftical cenſurc and proceſs, &c. We thought good in this point of great<« 
eft neceſſity to run with ſighs and tears to the Wiſdom of your Holineſs, 
beſeeching your Fatherly mildneſs, that ſome wholeſome remedy may be 
provided in the premiſes, by which the ſound profitable agreement, and 
mutual love, which hath continued ſo long a time betwixt the Church "the 
King aud the Realm, may be maintained in that old ſweet Concord , the 
State of the French Church may continue in godly and quiet peace, aud 
that ye would vouchſafe to foreſee how to withjtand the dangers and offen- 
ces aforeſaid, that we and our States may be provided for by the afore- 
faid Commandement of your calling , by the ſtudy of your Apoſtolical 
Wiſdom, and Fatherly Lwve, The Almighty preſerve your Holineff to 
his Holy Church a long time. 


In the next year, viz. 1304. about the Nativity of our Lady, 
came a number of Harneſſed Souldiers well appointed , ſent rare 


by the French King, partly by the Cardinals: of Colzmna (whom the . 


Pope before had depoſed) unto the Gates of Arvaginm, or Anagns, 
where the Pope had hid himſelf. There Sciarra Colonns, Brother to the 
aforeſaid Cardinals, after many affronts done to hisperſon and thoſe 
that were about him, and the plundering him of all his Wealth and 


Riches, carryed him to Rome, where at the end of 35 days he dyed of | 


Anger.in the ninth year of his Pontificate: ſo that ſome took occalion 
to ſay, he entred Hke a Fox, governcd likea Lyon, and dyed like a: 
Dog, he dycd Ofober 1 1: 

The Cardinals-went into the conclave the 21 of the ſame Month, 
and the next morning, they elected the Cardinal 4 Oftia , called Fra; 
Nicholas di Treviſo, of the order of the preachers, who took upon him 
the name of Benedid 11. but he dyed in Perxgza, in the eighth month 
of his Pontificate, in which City the whole Court being at that time; 
it was reſolved a new Pope ſhould be choſen: but they trifled away 
their time in diſputes and clamours for two months: 

The reaſon was, the Cardinals were divided into three factions: one 
ſtuck cloſe to Charles King of Naples, who would have a Pope accor- 
ding to his way : another was for the principal Barons of Rome; and' 
a-third ſid firm to the intereſt 'of Philip King of France, who * had 


ſent no ſmall ſums of Money and other preſents: to Cardinat Pietro 
Colonna, to the end, that. with James his Uncle,a Cardinal of the fame - 


name, they might keep up the intereſt'of France. 

At length Cardinal Peter corrupted [ſuch with his gold, as he knew 
were covetous of . it; feeding them-on-with promiſes befides , ſo that - 
part: 
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3.5 : " part of the Cardinals being faſt in thoſe Chains, and part of themin- 

= timidated with the threats of the Perugians now in Arms, Cardinal 

I | Colonna propoſing the -Biſhop of Burdeaux, who was a great lover of 
the King of France, he was choſen by common conſent, and a Courier 
ſent poſt to him (who was then at his Biſhoprick ) to know what 
name he would carry : he replyed, he would not change the name he 
was baptized with, which was Clement, and ſo he was publiſhed accors 
dingly to the people. and called Clement the fifth, 

After publication in the uſual place, the Cardinals difpatched ſeve- 
ral meſſengers to the new Pope, to entreat him to haſten his Journey 
into 1taly, 

But the Pope being inſtruccd by the King of France, made anſwer, 
- ®. Cxrdinaliſmo.. 1,1 the Flock was to follow the Shepherd, and not the Shepherd the 
Flock, commanding the Cardinals immediately to repair to him 
in France, and particularly in the City of PoiGiers, as they alſo 
did. 

This Clement was the firſt of ſeven French Popes , which held the 
Sce oneafter another, unto Urban VI. under whom the Ttaliens recove- 
Md it again with much trouble. Theſe ſeven Popes were Clement V. 
"I Fobu XXII. Benedict X11. * Clement VI. Innocent VI, Urban V. 
# Gregory XI. 

* Clement V. being chofen Pope, he came to Lyons, where King Philip 
received him, accompanied with the Kings of England and Arragor 
In great pomp. | 

The Pope was on Horſeback, and the King with his two Brethren 
I on Foot, holding the Reigns of his Horſe. He was crowned in the 
b - Temple of St. Fufts, where they had built a great Theatre for fo 
x goodly a ſpectacle. But the preſs of people was fo great , that the 
Scaffold brake, ſo that the multitude ſell one upon another. The 
Pope; King, Princes and Noble- men were all on an heap, and the Scaf-' 
fold faſtned to.an old Wall pulled it down. The King was hurt in 


many Noble-men, and multitudes of the common people, that were 
ſmothered under theſe ruines, The Pope's Crown fell from his 
E:. Head into the-preſs, where he loſt a Carbuncle, valued at fix thouſand 
= florins of Gold. 

6 Thus this feaſt gave no cauſe of joy , but was famous to poſterity 
by this notable accident , and by the tranſlation of the Pope's ſeat 
from Rome to Avignon, Anno 13065. unto the year 1379. under Urban 
VI. viz. the ſpace of ſeventy four years. 

This unlucky pomp being ended , Clement created many | French 
Cardinals (and not one Italian) and removed the Court preſently to 
Avignon. He avonched openly to keep a Concubine, the Daughter of 
Count de Fuxa; he (cnt three Cardinals with Senatorial power 
fo 


the Head, the Pope in the Foot, and the Duke of Britaiz ſlain, with * 
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to goverri Rome ''and Traly. He ordained, that none ſhould uſe 
the Title, or exerciſe the power of Emperour, until he were confirmed 
by the Pope. 

' In the year 1307, a Parliament'was fummoned againſt Pope Clement 
by King Ph:lip, touching temporal juriſdiction belonging to Princes, 
and Eccleſiaſtical belonging to the Church. Foraſmuch, as Pope. 
Clement V. extolled himſelt above all Princes, as in other Countries, 
fo alſo in France he extended his ufurped juriſdiction above the 
Princely Authority of the King, claiming to himſelf full government 
of both the States, as well Secular as Eccleſiaſtical 3 the King there- 
fore direceth his Letters mandatory to the Prelates: and Barons of the 
Realm of France, to aſſemble themſelves together at Paris in the Year 4 
afore-mentioned in the beginning of December. | 

At the day ſpecified in thoſe Letters the Prelates and Clergy affeme Fox a _— 
bled themſclves before the King at his palace in Paris, where after due 465:, 463% 
reverence done unto the King, there ſitting in his own perſon with his 
Barons and Council about him, a certain wiſe and noble Lord , Peter 
de Cmgneriis, one of the King's Council, ftands up, and makes an Ora» 
tion before the Parliament in the King's behalf. His Oration is divi- 


ded into two parts. 1, He ſheweth, that obedience and reverence is - , £4 
due unto the King. 2. That there ought to be a difference betwixt _. 
the juriſdiction of the Clergy and Laity , ſo that ſpiritual matters _ 
ſhould be defined and ordered by the Prelates and ſpiritual men; and _ 


Temporal cauſes ruled and determined by the King, his Barons-, and: 
Temporal men.. | 

All which he proved by many reaſons, both of Fat and Law. His: a,1ctc again 
Oration being ended, he repeated certain words in the French Tongue, the Clergy of 
which imported, that the King's Will and pleaſure was in ſome points ©" 
to renew the Temporal State and juriſdiction : and therewith he exhij« 
bited a certain Bill in Frexch, whereof alſo hegavea Copy to 'the 
Prelates, containing fixty five Articles, which may be read at large in 
Mr. Fox his As and Monuments, Vol. 1. þ.462.

After he had ſpoken, the Prelates required to have time to anſwer 
thereunto : whereupon the Friday next cnſuing was appointed for the. 
ſame, onthe which day the Biſhop Edven, and the Arch- Biſhop of Se 
#0n Elect, in the name of the whole Clergy, anſwered for them all be- 
before the King, holding his Parliament on that day at Vicenas, They 
endeavour to prove; that both the Temporal and Spiritual jurisditions- 
arc compatible, notwithſtanding thediftin&ion of them one from the- 
other. Then they pro-:cd, to prove that a-perſon Eccleſiaſtical, which 
hath Juriſdiction Spiritual, may alſo have Temporal jurifdition-, and: 
that the Juriſdiiou Temporal may.be in an Eccleſiaſtical perſon, they: 
alledge for this the exampic ot Aelchiſedeck, who was both King and 
Prieft 3 and of Somael, who was both Pxicit and. Prophet. and. for a. 

_ long, 
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long time appointed Judge over the people in Temporal matters. 
They aſſert alſo that Chriſt by his humane nature had both powers, 
ſhewing thac he was a Prieſt after the order of Melchiſedeck: and 
thathe had both in his veſture, and on his Thigh written, King of 
Kings, and Lord of Lords.” Many other places they cite out of the 
new Teſtament. $297 

Then they offer to prove it by the Civil Law, and by reafon, and 
many places in the Canon Law : they ſhew, what priviledges of this 
nature had been granted to the Clergy by Cha#les the Great , King of 
France, by Lewes the ſecond, and by other Kings of France, which 
priviledges they offered to ſhew. Moreover they aſſert, that whatſo- 
ever things be offered up to the Church. and are converted to the do- 
minion and property of the ſame; be God's, and appertain unto him, 
forasmuch as they be (aid to be dedicated and ſanQitied by him. Bur 
this juriſdiction which is diverfly converted to the Dominion and pro- 
perty of the French Church, is God's, and therefore to be reſerved 
to and for him, Ts 

They urge the King to.conſider, that at what time he was crowned 
he ſware only theſe things following. 


1. That he would defend and maintain the Canonical Law , privi- 
ledge and Juſticegranted to the Biſhops, and the Church, and (as much 
as in him lay) to enlarge and amplifie the ſame, 2. Alſo that by his 
Arbitriment all Chriſtian people at all times ſhould keep the true 
peace of God and his Church, 3. That he ſhould forbid to all Na- 
tions, all kinds of ſacriledges, ſpoilings and iniquities, and that in all 
kind af Judgements he (ſhould will and command equity and mercy. 
4- That throughout his whole Terricory and juriſdiction, he ſhould 
labour to exterminate and cut off from the Church , the noted 


Hereticks. 


They argue alſo, that by the poſſeſſions of the Church , many Bre- 

thren and Kinſmen of the Frexch Nobility be maintained ; Ergo, ſuch 
poſſeſſions are not to be grudged at.

had ſo much advantage by the reſidence of his Court in Fraxce )would 
obſtruct it,if they had the leaſt notice of his removing the See to Rome, 

But indeed they took not the leaſt Alarum at all the preparations 
which were made, as not imagining, thata French Pope would put 
ſuch an affront upon his Nation. So that they had no notice of it till 
the Pope was at Sea, being paſſed as far as Genoa, and from Genoa to 
Cornetto, where, being weary of his Galleys, he made the reſt of his 
Voyage by Land : and being arrived at Rome, he began to apply fit 
Medicines and ſpecifical to the maladies of Italy. But hedyed Anno, 
1280, of a great diſtemper in his Bladder, after he had fate ſix years 
in Fraxce, and-hvein Italy. 

It is reported, that at the hour of this Pope's Death, the palace of 


the Pope at Avignon was ſet on fire, and couldinot. be quenched, till Bale's Pageant 
the greateſi-part thereof was burnt.  Afterwards-enſued the greateſt * Pope's 


ſchiſm and diviſion that ever 'hapned'in the Popedom.

Whilſi Clement was contriving which way to remove the P 

who reſided in Rome , he dyed, Anno 1392, and was buried in 
Avignon, 
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He being dead Boniface IX. who was Pope ar that time in Rome; 
writ aFatherly. Letter to the French-Cardinals exhorting them to de« 
fiſt from their Schiſmgand return to their obedience to the- Holy Mo- 
ther the Church, of Which he was- (he faid) the lawful Head. But 
the French Jaughing (as it were) at ſuch perſwaſions, choſe a-fucceſſour 
to Clement, which was Petro della Luna, who took the name of Bexes 
di XI. who had argued very much in Clements juſtification 3 and: 
that was the principal point upon which - he was choſen: by the 
Cardinals ,-who concluded, that he who defended another's cauſe 
with ſuch ardour , would doubtleſs. more vehemently defend his

SM} Whilſt this Anti- Pope had his reſidence in Catalonia, in the Caſtle 

=: .* of. Paxiſcola, adminiſiring the Sacramentss, and conferring - of digni- 
ties. He was condemned. together. with the Cardinals which elec&ed 
him by the Authority of a general Council, 

. Afterwards he aſſembled a Council at Perpignan, where he created 
ſeveral Cardinals, and commanded them after his death to follow his 
orders, which were to chooſe another Pope without lofing of time; 
which they did. For this Anti-Pope being dead- at Paxiſcola, the- 
Cardinals choſe one Giles Mungot', a Chanon»of Barcelona , in his: 
place, calling him Clement IX. who at the Inſtance of King Alphonjo 
created, Cardinals forthwith, and began' to Aft in every thing as the 
true Popes uſe todo. 

Butafterwards upon Pope Martin the fifth's accomodation with: 
King Alphonſo;Giles (being.commanded ) renounced the rights of the 
Papacy, and was declared Biſhop of Majorca: and the Cardinals which

Harles VI. having called a Council at Paris to conſult about

Benedifs partizans, by reaſon.of the great courteſies they had received- 
either from kim or his predeceſſour, 

In a Decree made Febrzary 18, 1406. we find a complaint by Charler 
VI. They take occaſion to reſerve the Firſt-fruits in the vacancies , and 
to extort great ſums of Money, whereby the Kingdom is exhauſted; and to 
thruſt themſelves upon the. Popedom, for to enrich both them and theirs. 


And when there is any queſtion (faith he) of preferring men to eleGive' 


dignities, they never uſed thoſe ways which ought to be obſerved, and which 
are appointed to examine aud try them, Whence it comes to paſs , that it- 
being not poſſible that the Pope (pould know all Men, and the ſtate of the 
Churches, he admits divers into thoſe dignities who are nuwortby of them, 
and ſometimes ſuch as are unknown to him but by their money, He ad- 
deth, They inſert divers clauſes in their Bul's, which are ſometimes inex<- 
tricable ; they make divers Rules beſides the Law, or elſe quite againſt 
Law, which they revoke at their pleaſure ;, inſomuch that the moſt clear- 
feghted cannot diſcers who hath beſt right among divers pretenders.. 
Hence ariſe inſinite Suits in Law, which they mujt' proſecute out of the 
Kingdom with great expeuce and charges. | 

In another Decree, made the (ame year, he accounts. this among; 
other extortions, Impoſing Tenths, and other Subſidies at their pleaſure, 
without ever conſulting the reit of the Biſhops about it, in the raiſing 
woereof there is no mean obſerved either of Juſtice or equity ; Tt:was then: 
ordained, that none ſhould pay Tythes to Popes nor Cardinals. 

And in another Decree made in March, Anno 1408, mention 155 
made of certain preſidents by Charles VI. cftabliſhed- at a Council at:

the Realm, to the irreparable loſs and damage of the Common-wealth, 
and the miſerable deſolation of the Churches, as well ſuch as were of Roy- 
al Forndation as others, And clſewhere he complaineth, That certain 
Colleftors, and other the Pope of Rome's Officers particularly for his Mo- 
aeys have of late oppreſſed the Church and Church-men of our Realm and 
Province of Danlphine, by an inſufferable ſlavery , in ſeizing npon the 
- Goods of the Biſhops and Clergy-men, both Regulars and Seculars, preſent- 
ly upon their Deceaſe ,, An Edi& was made diſcharging the payment 
of Annates. 
Pope Urban VI. being dead in Rome, after he had managed the 
Popedom for eleven years, with little ſatisfaQtion cither to the people 
or Clergy, the Cardinals created Boniface the ninth, in the 33. 
year of his Age, whoſhewed much prudence in the whole courſe 
of his Papacy. He fate fourteen-years, and nine months, and dyed

After the death of Pope Bowiface IX. the Cardinals created Coſmo ds © 
Slmona Pope, who took the name of Tynocent VII. he lived but two 
years after , and- dyed in a time when all Jraly was in an ill- 
condition. 

Whilſt this ſchiſm continued, Three Princes in France - ( who by. 
reaſon of the King's indiſpoſition did then govern that Kingdom)

Benedifi replyed, that he could not without offending Ged, conſent:

being; unwilling to bring a thing in queſtion which he had ſo legally ob-- &

The Princes underſtood Bexedi&'s mind, and how little he was dif- 
poſed to an accomodation, and among, themſelves conſulted of ſome 
way to bring him over to their deſires, Bexedid fearing ſome violence, 
fortified himſclf in his palace, and was beſieged there the ſpace of five 
or ſix months. 

But being weary of ſo long and cloſe a confinement , he imbarked 
in the Rhone upon certain Galleys ( which he had cauſed to be put 
in order for ſuch an enterprize , whilſt he was beſieged in his pa- 
lace) and in them he efcaped into Catalonia , which was his own 
Countrey. | 

Some ſay, that tacſe three Princes diſcourſed in this manner 
with Benedi at the importunity of the French Cardinals, who 
hated the ſaid BenediF, becauſe he was a Catalonian, not a 
Frenchman. Sg 

The Ttalian Cardinals, and the Cardinals of other Nations which 
were preſent in Rome, after the death of Innocent , being entred into 
the conclave, in a place near St. Peters, they ſwore all of them ſolemnly 
upon. the Holy Evangeliſts, which their Dean held in his hand., that 
they would every one renounce the Papacy if they were choſen, ſo 
that the French or Cataloxian Anti-Pope renounced his Anti-Papacy 
rſt, 

The cauſe of this Reſolution was to ſatisfie the French, who having 
introduced the cuſtom of creating of Popes according to their own 
mode, it ſeemed impoflible-to turn them out of that way with reputa- 
tion, unleſs the Italians reſolved to do the ſame; and the rather , be- 


cauſe Benedi# declared, it would bein vain to think of a remedy for 


the ſcandal of the Church, without a renunciation of both the Popes 
whereas if they renounced , another would be choſen out of the 
whole College of Cardinals , that would be true and undoubted Pope, 
whom the Princes and people would readily obey. + 
Angelo Corraro, a Venetian, was choſen in Rome, he was Cardinal of 
St.. Mark, and afſumed the Name of Gregory XII. - Before he came 
out of the conclave, they made him promiſe under the hand of the 
Notary in writing, to obſerve what he had promiſed and ſubſcribed 
with his own hand 3 and at laſt gave him an Oath. But. the place 
where theſe two Popes were to meet being in diſpute , and they not 
like to come to an agreement 3 both Gregory and Benedi# alledging a

- towards Romagna, urging and inſiſting ( whereſoever he came) upon a 
bs; general Council, - He ſtayed at Rimini fora time, where he was mag- 
nificently entertained. by Carlo Malateſte, 

Benedif having held a Council in the City of Perpignan, by the in- 
tervention of his own friends , retireth again for his greater ſecu- 
rity into his Caſile of Paniſcola, where he had been long before.

protection of the Duke of Burgundy. But he was taken, and by _

J who declared that he would never renounce. Hereupon Sigiſmund 
E >. the Emperour went. in perſon to the Kings of France and of England, 
'Þ to adviſe with them about forcing Benedif to a renouncing alſo: $:- 
giſmund having received a ſatisfaftory anſwer from theſe two Princes, 
he went to Narbon, and diſcourſed perſonally with Ferdinand King of 
Arragon, whole Subjects paid obedience to Benedif, 

Bnt Bexedif till alledged, that he was the true Vicar of Chriſt, ſay- 
ing, that Conſtance was not a place convenient for the liberty of an Ec- 
cle{aftical Council, ſeeing that Fohn had been condemned and depoſed: 
from the Papacy, by thoſe very perſons who had been formerly his 
Friends, and received him to the Pontifical dignity. 

The Princes of Spain obſerving the pertinacity of Benedi& , con- 
©” curred with the opinion of the Council, which was managed by five 
ſeveral Nations, viz, Ttaly, Germany, England , France , and Spain. 

W hat theſe Nations had done was approved, and publiſhed by a Trum- 
pet, or a publick Notary. Then Benedi&'s cauſe being diſcuſſed , he 
was at laſt depoſed, and declared void of the Papacy, no reckoving bee 
ing made of the abſent Scots,and Count 4” Armignac, who continued , 
6 |. their obcdience to him.

before ) was created Pope, with great fatisfation to the people. The 
Emperour preſently went into the conclave, and having thanked the 
Cardinals, kifled the Pope's Feet. The Pope embraced him, and 
thanked kim for his great induftry in that affair. This Pope would 
needs be called Mavis, becauſe his EleQion hapned on that Saint's day.

When Benedid had fate thirty years, and was dead, his Cardinals

Henry V. King of England had invaded France, and ſoon after at the 
Bgttle of Agin-Court ten thouſand Frexch-men were lain, Anthoxy 
Duke of Brabant, with his Brother Philip Earl of Nevers , were alſo 
ſlain by the Engliſh Bow-men. Theſe were Brethren to you Duke of 
Burgundy, Charles Duke of Orleans, and Lewes of Burboa: the Earls 
of Richemont, Ew. and Vendoſme (the firongeſt pillars of the Orleans 
faction) with many other Noble-men and Gentlemen were taken pri= 
ſoners, and carried into England. Lewes the Daxlphindycth ſoon af- 
ter this defeat. | 

The Emperour Sigiſmund cometh into France , making ſhew 'of 
the great defire he had to make a peace betwixt the French and the 
Engliſh, 

The Engliſh take all Normandy, and Rhoan is beſicged and taken, and

Ander her conduct, the French drive away the Engliſh from Orleans. 
Hence ſhe marched on into other Countries, which inſtantly revolted 
to. the French Crown, The Exgliſh_in many skirmiſhes were worſted 
and defeated with few numbers, The French following their blow in 
one twelve-month recovered the greateſt part of that the Engliſh did 
poſſeſs. This was done, Arno 1429. 

But 7p come of Arc after the Cororfition of King Charles at Rhemes, 
ſecking to ſurprize St, Hoxories Ditch, near the City of St, Denis , ſhe 
was not only wounded her ſelf, but alſo loſt a Troop of her ſtouteſt 
Souldiers, and not long after, nigh the City of Compiegne , was taken 
priſoner by the Baſtard of YVexdoſme, who ſold her to the Duke of Bed-

The pragmatick Sanction of King Charles VII. was made in a Sy- 
nod aſſembled at Boxrges, conſiſting of Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops, Chap- 
ters, Abbots, Deans, Provoſts, and other Eccleſiaſtical perſons , toge- 
ther with Doctors of Law, Divine and humane, and other Learned 
'Men of the Realm, and alſo of the chief Lords of France, and others 
of the King's Council, about receiving the Councils of Conſtance and 
Baſil. The Sancion hath this complaint z The Prelates, and other 

ordinary diſpenſers, as atfo the Patrons, are deprived of their right, the 
Hierarchy of the Church is confounded, and many. other things are 
committed contrary to the Laws of God and Man, to theloſs of Souls 
and the oppreſſion of the Churches of our Realm. The Council of 
Baſil did provide a remedy againſt this abuſe, and the pragmatick after 
it, but ſo as the Popes have caſt off the yoke of it, having diſanulled 
almoſt all the Decrees of that Council. 
5 The'Popes for a long time branded all the French for Hereticks , by

ap. 37s Pope. MartinV.dyed, Anno 1431. whom Exgenins IV. ſucceded,

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madeus Duke of Savoy, who: called himſelf Fe! nh, 
becught againſi Baſithe Daxlphin of France, who was afterward Lewes 
XI. whoin all things oppoſed his Father Charles VIL and his confe- 
derates. He brought tour thouſartd horſe againſt Baſil to break the 
Council ;” which yet he:could not have effected, had notthe' peſtilence 


within Baſil, forced the Fathers of the Council toſeparate themſelves, 


after they had condemned Emgenius as an Heretick, and unworthy to 
govern the Church. : 4; = 4 

But Ewgenizs took Arms, and being held up by Princes , maintained 
himſelf againſt the Anti-Pope Felix, who after he had been five years 
Pope, retired to Ripaile, a pleaſant houſe in Savoy, there to lead a pri- 
vate Life. So the Popedom remained in the hands of a Man: depo- 
ſed by a Council affembled by the” Pope: himſelf, where Biſhops met 
out of all parts of the Roman Church. Note, that after this depoſiti- 
- on, he created many Cardinals and Biſhops, whoſe Office was null, 
fince they were created. by an Ufurper, who had by force maintained 
himfelf in the Office of a Pope after his depoſition. And yer thoſe 
very-Cardinals, created by this Uſurper of the Popedom,are thoſe very 
men that eleted the Succeſfours of Exgenius, Nicholas, and Pius the 
ſecond, from whom isdefcengled the ſuccethion of the -Popes of our 
time, as the Jearned Dr. D#- Moulin hath well obſerved. 

The Arch- Biſhop of Lyons in the Council of Befil did declare, that 
in the time of. Pope Martin, there came out of France to the Court of 
Rome, nine millions of Gold, which was gathered. of the Biſhops and 
Prelates, beſides innumerable ſuns of the ipoor Clergy , which daily 
without number ran unto the Court of Rome, carrying with them 
all their whole'ſubftance. The Arch- Biſhop of Txrenxe ſaid alio at 
Bafil, that three millions .of Gold-came unto Rome in his time , within 
the ſpace of fourteen years, from the Prelates and pretacies, whereof 
ny account could be made, beſides the poor Clergy, which daily ran to 
that Court. | \ 


The Emperour Sigiſmund required Peter de Aliaco, Chancellour of 


Pars, and Cardinal of Cambray, to put in form ſome Articles con- 
cerning' the Reformation of the Church, that might be propounded to 
the Council of Conftance aforementioned , which he did. Jn that 
Book he inſifteth on four things. 1. He propoundeth, that general 
and Provincial-Councils be kept; eſpecially General, for amending-all 
perſonsand eſtates. * 2, That for Reformation of the Roman Court, it 
65 ſufficient that there be but one Cardinal out of every Province, be- 
cauſe the Cardinals are the cauſes of Schiſms. 3. That. Prelates be 
not.choſen'young ;\ imprudent, nor ignorant, 4. He requireth the 
xeformation of Monks, ſpeaking againſt their multitude and diverſity, 
he taxeththe Romiſh Court, that they deſpiſe Divines, and advance on-

The cuſtom is, that in the firſt days the Cardinals obtain favours 


eaſily of the new pope. Therefore the Cardinal of Lorrain, and o- \ 


ther French, in the name of the King, defired him to grant to the 
Duke of Lorrain the nomination of the Biſhopricks, and Abbacies of 
his Dominion. The Pope's Anſwer was, that in the Council which 
ſhould be called ſhortly, it was neceſſary to take away the faculty 'of 
nomination from thoſe Princes that already had it : which was 
ſome blemiſh to the Popes his predeceſſours, who had granted 
them.

The Printer returns to Paris, chiding ſome of the Divines for ac- 
cuſing him falſly. 

The Printer craves of the King protection from the malice of his 
Enemies, The King grants it under his Seal. This ftorm being 0- 
ver, he gathereth fifteen o1d -Manuſcripts of the new Teſtament in 
Greek,, and printeth it with the divers lections on the Margin , and 
gives the firſt copy unto Caſtellay. 

The Pope ſends into France Ferome Boccaferrius a Roman, Cardinal of 
St. George, in ſh&w to condole with the King for the death "of his Fa- 
ther, and to give him joy of the beginning of his Kingdom, but with 
chmmiſfion to make confederation with him. The Pope gave the 
Legate moſt ample power to grant the King all his demands in matter 
of Benefices, without regarding the Decrees of the Tridentine Coun- 
cil : a ftrong; (Alliance is made between the Pope and the French King, 
anditwo Cardinals are'created at the King's inflknce , viz. Charles of 
Guiſe, -Arch-Biſhop of Rhemes , and Coles of F andleſme , of the 
Blood-Royal..

In the year 1549. The French King making his firſt entry into 
Paris, cauſed a ſolemn procetlion to be made, and publiſhed an Edi; 
wherein he fignificth that he received the protection of the Cathos» 
lick Religion, and of the See of Rome, and the care of the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Order, and that he abhorred the Novity of Religion, and teſtified 
unto all his will to perſevere.in the Do@rine of the Church of . Rome, 
and to baniſh the new Hereticks (ſo he called the Proteſtants) out of 
all his Dominions: . 

He' cauſed tis EdiG to be printed in French, and' ſent it'into all 
parts of his Kingdom. He gave leavealſo-to his Prelates.to make 
a Provincial Afſernbly to- reform 'the' Churches : | Which being 
known at Rome, was thought to be a: bad example, and. might 
- a beginning to make the Frexch Church independent of the Church.

He cauſed alſo many Lutherans to be put' to death in Paris, him- 
ſelf being preſent at the SpeRtacle: and in the beginning .of - the- 
next year, he renewed the Edidt againſt them, laying grievous puniſh--

propoſed by the French to the Farneſians, to unite among themſelves, 
and to.chooſe a Pope in ſpite of the Imperialiſts. .But they.could not 
agree inthe choice of their perſons, becauſe there were ſeveral Cardi- 
nals among the Farneſians, who were much obliged to the Emperour, 
and much afraid of his diſpleaſure. 

But after a tedious diſcuſſion of the Cardinals for the ſpace of three 
months, during the vacancy of the See, Gio Maria del Monte was crea- 
ted Pope on F Jen Amnno 1550. by the name of Fulius the third. 
And now the Fadion of the Nipotiſme was introduced into the con- 
clave, having over-powred the FaQions of the Emperour .and King 
of France, with no {mall reputation. | 

The Council having been tranſlated to Bolonia, the Emperour ha- 
-ving proteſted againſt it, the. Pope deliberates. about the remitting of it 
to Trent. The French King offered to. the.Pope whatſoever he was 
able to. dofor him, promiſed to aſhfi the Council, and to ſend the Pre- 
lates of his Kingdom, and all favour and protection for the mainte- 
nance of the Papal Authority. 

The Book of Francis Daranews a learned Lawyer, cntituled De $4» 
cris Eccleſia Minifteriis came forth, Anno 1551. 

At this time a War was denounced againk King Henry the ſecond by 


'the Pope and the Emperour ,, and that upon an unjuſt quarrel. He 


gave ſome hopes (faith. Onuphrius,) of compoſing the differences in 
;Religion, when at the requeſt of the Emperour, he declared by his Bull 
in the firſt year of his Popedom, that the Council ſhould be continu- 
ed at Trent at the beginning of the next May, And preſently after ke 
addeth, he unwittingly put himſelf upon the War of Parma.and there- 

by ſet all 7taly, nay all Ezrope on fire. | 
The firſt Seſhon of the Council on May 1. 1551. and the ſecond 
upon the firſt of September were only for Ladies, for there was nothing 
done. King Heary II. ſet forth an Edict at the ſame time, dated the 
third day of September the ſame year, containing a reſtraint of tran- 
{porting Gold and Silver to Rome : where he ſets down at large the 
occaſions of the War of Parms, begun by the Pope. And among o» 
ther things he ſaith. Which holy Father upon a ſudden fit of Choler, 
bad cauſed a certain company of Men of War , both Horſe and Foot to

_ and determined,-as thoſe of the Sacrament of the Euchariſt, Tran- 
ſubſtantiation, Penance and extreme Union 3 as alſo about the Jurif- 
diction of Biſhops, where many blows were ſtruck at the Liberties of 
the French Church, and the rights of the Crown.

Another Edict of King Henry II. was made at the Camp near Wel- 
denaggbes, May 21. 1552. and Printed at. Paris the farhe year. From 
this time till the beginning of the year, 1560. the Council of Trent 
did nothing. What time Pope P3w IV. as foon as he got ' into the 
Chair,ſenttorth a Declaration for the continuation of it againſt Efter-

Hereupon the Prefidents of all the Parliaments. were called, 
and certain - Councellours Eleted to deliberate what was beſt to be 
done. All theſe being Aſſembled at Saint German, where the Chan- 
cellour told them, Thar the differences in Religion ſhould be referred 
to the Prelates : but when the Peace of the Kingdom is in queſtion, 
this could not belong to the Ecclefiafticks, but to thoſe whom the King 
would appoint. to conſult of it.

Brother, Thoſe that told you, that I would cauſe the Council of Trent 
to be publiſhed, were not well-informed of my intentions, for T never fo- 
much as thought it. Nay, I know well how ſuch publication would be 
prejudicial to. my affairs, and I am not a little jealous of thepreſerudti- 
on of my Authority, the priviledges of the Church of France, and alſo 
of the obſervation of my Eaitt of Peace. But it was only propoſed 
unto me, tocull out ſome certain Articles about Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline, 


for the Reforming of ſuch abuſes as reign in that State, to the glory of 


God, the edifying of my Subjetts, and withal the diſcharge of my conſci- 
ence : A thing which never toucheth in thoſe Rules which I have ſet 
down in my Edits for the Peace and tranquillity of my Kingdom, which 
Twill bave inviolably kept on: both ſiges. | 

On Ottober 14. 1585. the Biihop and Earl of Noyoz in the name of 
the Clergy aſſembled 1n the Abbey 'of St. German near Pars, preſen- 
ted ro the King a Book, written by the advice of the Prelates of the 
Council of Trent. They told him, They brought: unto him the 
Book of the Law of God, which they humbly entreated him to 
receive. 

The Provincial Synod held'at Rover made this inftance ro the ſame 
Prince. Aﬀfrter that« a good number of Biſhops and Proxies for thoſe that 
were abjent, together with Eccleſiaſtical Perſona, from all quarters of 
our Province of Normandy, were met in our eMetropolitan Church 
at Roan, they tendered nothing more than earneſtly to ſollicite the pub- 
liſhing and-promulgation of the Council of Trent within this Realm. 
Wherefore this our Aſſembly by common conſent, have reſolved to preſent 
their humble Petition to our moſt Chriſtian King in like manner as 
Was formerly done by the States of Bloys, and the Clergy conv'”' 1 at 
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Melun, that he would be pleaſed for proof of his true Piety and Religion, 
to enjoyn the publication of the ſaid Council, whereby the maintenance 
of the Church « well-provided for, which « obſerved to be daily im paired 
and abated. | |

We muſt not think;-that theſe earneſt ſolicitations which the French 
Eccleſiafticks here made, did proceed ſo much from them as from the 
Pope. One argument hereof which may be alledged, is this, that they 
were not now intereſſed herein; for moſt of the Decrees which con- 
cerned them, were admitted, and there was no default inthe obſerva- 
tion of them, unleſs it wereon their part : and one company of them 
were inſerted inthe Edi& of Bloys, the reſt in divers other Provincial 
Councils holden afterwards in France, the Canons whereof areto be 
ſeen in Print ; at Rover 1581. at Bourges 1584. at Tours 1585. and at 
Aix in Provence the ſame year. -

in he was bred, when by. a Eawful Counctt they ſhall ffrew him another 
rruth than chat which he believeth. He faith, he is' not relapſed, ſee- 
ing he was not fallen from his firſt Opinion, . That he is no enemy to 
the Catholicks, "for that when the Edicts had granted Liberty of Con- 
ſcience , he. preſently laid down Arms, Thar in all places he maintains 
his SubjeRs in the ſame Liberty as he found them after the deceaſe of 
"his Mother. Thar he hath requeſted of the King a prolongation of the 
Towns which he holds for aſſurance of the laſt Edie, and will deliver 
them before the time, ſo as the League lay afide Arms, and yield un- 
ro the King the places they had ſeized. That whereas they declare 
him uncapable of che Crown, ic toucheth him very near; yer doth he 
think leaft of it, hoping that God by his bounty will long preſerve the 
King tor the good of his Realm, and willgive him iflue tothe griet of all 
his enemies. | 
The Queen-Mother ( accuſtomed to fiſh in troubled waters.) winkt 
at the Duke of Gziſe, She was contented the Duke ſhould.terrifie the 
King, to make him abandon the Proteſtants, and to force him to baniſh- 
his new Minions from Court, who had brought her in diſgrace with 
the King her Son. Her ambition moved her hereunto, rather than 
any deſire ſhe had to advance the Duke, andtobring diſorder and con- 
fuſion into the State, and to ſtand alone in the midſt of theſe furious 
rempeſts. | 
The Heads of the League march with an Army of 12000. men to 
Verdun, a City upon the Conftines of the Duke ot Lorain, which they 
take, And the Duke of Guzſe being entred the City, drove out-the Go- 
vernour with all his adherents, and placed Gx:trald in his place. The 
City of Thoul drave out the King's Officers, and freely gave up it ſelf in- 
to the hands ofthe League. 
The City of AZzrſeilles riſeth in favour of the League, but the Con- 
ſpiratoxs are ſupprefled by the reft of the Citizens. They call the Grand- 
Prior of -France , Governour of that Province, who was then at Ax, 
at whoſe -coming (though with but 200 Horſe ) the Fort de 1aGarde 
was taken, and in it the Conſul Dares, and Captain Chabanes, who 
the next morning. were executed, by which ſeverity the Ciry was 
kept under the King's obedience.,, The ſame happens at the City of Bur- 
deaux, © LS | 
Lions, Bourges, and many other places in the Kingdom, fide with 
the League. . The King laboureth to diſunite the League, by drawing 
' many particular men from thar party, 'as alſo the City. of Ziorrs :\ bur 
ſeeing his defign fucceedeth not to his mind, he reſolves toTreat an agree- 
ment wich the Confederates. The | As goes into Champazne 
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conſtr abou ie with the Duke of Sw/s, and Cardinal of Zoarbow, And 
- after many Negotiations the Peace is concluded. 


The King by his Edi&t of Fly 18. revokes all other EdiQs in favour 
of the Proteſtants, he commands their Miniſters to depart the Realm, 
and all his Subjzets within fix Months to make profeſlion of the Romſh 
Religion, or to avoid the Country. He approvesthe Leaguers Arms, 
as Levied for his Service, allows of their pretexts, and by ſecret Arti- 
cles concluded at Nemours, contents them in all matters, only with 
this condition, . to leave the League, and inſtantly ro lay down Arms. 
Yet would they have in their power the Towns of Chalon, Verdun, 
Thout, S, Diſier, Reims, Soiſfſons, the Caſtle of Dzjon, Beawne, Ruc 
in P:icardy, Dinan and Coneq in Britain. They cauſed the King to 
pay onethouſand two hundred and fix crowns, -and twothird parts for 
the Strangers which they had Levied. They had adiſcharge for vaſt 
fummes which they had taken upon the General Receipts. They ob- 
tained an hundred thouſand crowns to build a Citadel at Verdun, 
and entertainment for Guards on horſeback - for all-the Lords of 
the League. This Peace had made a great breach in the King's 
Authority. | 

The King of Navarre, ſecing this Cloud ready to break upon his 
party, complains that the King hath Armed his enemies with his own 
forces and Authority, againſt his Eftate, his blood and himſelf. He 
layes open by a publick:Declaration the cauſes which made the League to 
take Arms, the vanity of their pretexts, the fruit which all France 
may expect by the Treaty of Nemours, &c. He protefteth by a Law- 
ful and neceſſary defence to maintain the fundamental Laws of Fami- 
lies , and the. Eſtate and liberty of the King and the Queen his 
Mother. 

Gregory XIII. being dead, Pope Sixtzs V. his Succeſſour, cafts 
out his lightning againſt the King of Navarre,-and the Prince of Con- 
de, he Excommunicates them, degrades them from all Dignities, eſpe- 
cially their precenſions to the Crown of France, expoſeth their Perſons- 
and Countries as a prey to ſuch as ſhould firſt ſeize on them. The Court of 
Parliament - declares the Pope's Bull to be void; The Princes likewiſe 
proteſt againſt it, and appeal from.it as abuſive-and ſcandalous unto.the 
next free and General Council, 

Ttie King of Navarre cauſeth the Pope's Bull to be anſwered, and 
his appeal ro be poſted vp in Rome it ſelf on November 6. in the night. 
He writes to all the States of the Kingdom of France, exhorting them 
not to ſuffer the rights of the Succeſfion of the Crown of France to be 
decided in the  Confiſtory . of Rowe. Many Volumes were written 
againſt and. in. favour. of this Bull by. the chicfeſt Wits of Eu- 
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King Henry the 'third cauſed ſome Orders to be cried downincthe - To 
City of Pars, becauſe he was certified of-rhe Confpiracies which they 
made apainſt the State : it being notoriouſly known , that the League - 
' was ſworn in Tholonſe by the black Penitents, and that as many of 
theſe Orders as are in France, didall conſpire to the like ends. 
The French Exiles, who dwelt at Mompelgart in the Dutchy of 
Wortemberg,' did in the year 1586. firſt ſollicice the Divines there, and 
then'the Duke Frederick, That there might be a publick Conference 
between the German and French Divines about ſome Controverſies 
berween them, They aſſemble in eAfarch : the Duke was preſent 
all thetime. On the one fide was Facob: Andrewes Chancellour of, T- 
bing, Luke Oſiander of Wortemberg, and two Civilians from the Duke. , 
And on the: other fide were Theodore Beza, and Anthony Fains from 9:n%.

The Archbiſhop of Zo7s, lately impriſoned at eAmboiſe, be- 
ing newly ſet art liberty by Captain Du-Gaſt for a great ſumm' of 
money, and come to Pars, is made High Chancellour to the Duke 
of Mayenne, and Preſident ofrhe Council.” The Pope's Legate grants 
unto 2ayenne the three hundred thouſand crowns brought for the en- 
ſargement of the Cardinal of Boxrboz. ' 

Mayenne beſiegath Meulan, a ſmall place, but ſeated upon the paſs 
of the River Sezxe, at the entring into Normandy, which therefore 
next to Pointoiſe, hindered the bringing of Victuals to*Pars : where 
after 25. dayes fiege, news came that the Old Caftle at Rowen, was 

ſeized by ſome Seditious perſons, which.cauſed him to raiſe the ſiege, 
and marchto Rover to appeaſe the troubles. 

On the other fide the King beſiegeth Drexx, and the Duke of Xay- 
enne being joyned with the Spaniſh ſupplies from Flanders, marching 
rowards Dreax, reſolveth to fight. 

The German Infantry raiſed for the King of France, turn for the 
League under the' Command of Colonel S. Paul. The Army of 
the League had in it fcur thouſand five hundred Horſe, and twemy 
thouſand Foot, | | ; 

. The King's Army was but three thouſand Hqrſe, and eight thouſand 
oor, | 

The King's Army being refreſhed they marched toward the field of 
Yury, appointed by the King for the place of Battel, Here the Ar- 


mies joyned, wherein the King obtained a'great Victory. The King

loud acclamation from thole that heard bim, with an unanimous cry of 


vive le Roy + which being taken and redoubled from Squadron ro Squa- 
dron through the whole Army, gave anhappy beginning to the Bartel. 
The Cavalry of the League being defeated, fave theraſelves by flight. 
The Swiſſes laying down their Colours and Arms upon the ground, 
had quarter given them by Aareſchal de Biron. The Germans who 
having been raiſed by the King's money, had revoked to the Duke of 
Lorasn, were all put tothe ſword. The French Infantry that yielded, 
had their lives given them, The Duke de ayenne fled towards 
Dreux, and having entred the Town, broke up the Bridge before his 
own people were all come, which was the reaſon that multitudes of 
them ( the King's Army purfuing them ) were miſerably drowned. 
The Reiters of the League fight till they are alldeftroyed. There 
died that day above fix thouſand of the League, among which were the 
Duke of Brunſwick, the Scar de la Chaſtaigneray, and the Count a 
Egmoent, who was Cut in pieces with all his Lanciers. Divers Lords, 
wuh 204. Enſigns and Cornets were taken by the King, with all their 
Canon and Baggage. On the King's ſide there were but 500, lain. 
This Battel was fought on March 14. 1590. 

The news of this defeat camethe next day to Pars, whereat every 
one was afraid. But on March 16. Father Chriſtino de Nizzatook 
an occaſion to diſcourſe on thoſe words [| Whom F love, I rebuke and 
chaſten, | And in the Pulpit tells the Parsſians ofthe defeat, -and by 


his Eloquence prevails ſo on them, that they refolve to endure any 
thing for the Catholick Religion, without fearing the heavy tryal of a 


future ſiege, or Famine. The ſame did Williar: Roſe, Boucher, Pre- 
woſt, and all the other Preachers; and laft of all Franceſco Panigare- 


la, who, though he Preached in the 7ralian Tongue, was much fol- * 


lowed by reaſon ofthe fame of his Eloquence.

Then the Popiſh Princes and Noblemen following the King (did ſo-

prevent the new attemp:s of the Pope and his adherents, to the preju- 


dice of the Crown of France, were the cauſe of two Edits made ar- 


Ante in the beginning of Fuly. The one confirmed the Edits of 
Pacification made by the deceaſed King upon the troubles of the Realm, 
and diſſannulled all that paſſed in 7xly 1585. and 1588. in favour of 
the League, The ocher ſhewed the King's intent to maintain the Ca- 
tholick Religion in Frazce, with the Ancient Rights and Priviledges of 
the French Church, The Court of Parliament of Pars, reſident ar 
Cha'ons and Tours, having verified theſe Edits, had diſſannulled all the 
Bulls of Cardinal Gaeran's Legation, and other Bulls that came from 
Rome oh March 1. the Proceedings, Excommunications, and Fulmi- 
nattons, mide by Landriano, terming himſelf the Pope's Nuncio, as

Gold to Rowe, andto provide for the diſpoſition of Benefices, until the 
King ſhould otherwiſe Decree, | 

That of Tozxrs added this clauſe to the Decree. They declared 
Gregory, Calling himfclf Pope, the fourteenth of that name, -an enemy 
ro peace, to. the union of the Rowan Catholick Church, to the King 
and to his Eſtate, adhering to the Conſpiracy of Spazr, and a favourer 
of Rebels, culpable of the moſt inhumane, and moſt deteftable Parri-

The Parliament of the Eeague did afterwards condemn and cauſe 
thoſe Decrees to be burnt at Par, which were made againſt the Bulls 
and Miniſters of the Rowiſh See.

The Relator concludes thus ; Unleſs we be wilfully blind, we can- 
not bur ſee, thar they deſign to drive us ( by deſpair ) into ſome In- 
ſurre&tion, But that we ſhall never do, ; preferring raiher to 
ſuffer the greateſt extremity, 'and our very blood to be ſhed, than 
in the leaſt to violate the reſpet which we: owe to our Prince, 
And if they cannot oyercome' our Patience ( as afſuredly they never 
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hall )'then rheir Reſolution is, by continual importuniry to prevail 
with his Majeſty to drive us out of the Kingdom. But we hope the 
King is ſo good «nd juft, that he will nevergrarifie them in ſuch a thing 
without a Parallel. And if we ſhould be called to ſuch a Trial, we 
hope God will give-us ſuch ftrength and courage, as wichout Regret 
to abandon our native Land, that we may ſerve Him, where-ever his 
Providence ſhall call us. And this in effe& is the general reſolution 
 ofallthe PROTESTANTS within the Kingdom.

the Seminary or not.. Ler none touch another ſo much as in jeſt, but 
every where and among all preferve modeſty and gravity. Let filence

King of England, who after many glorious Conqueſts atchieved againft 
the French King, heat laſt bereaved him of Normandy, Anno 1418. 
In token and memory of which Victory, asa perpetual Trophy and 
Monument of his glory, he cauſed to be laid in Caer the foundation of 
this Univerfity. The- Archbiſhop of Dublin was the* firſt Reader of 
Divinity there. Inthis Univerſity lately flouriſhed Bochare that Learn- 
ed French Divine. 


Rbemes. 


It is the Metropolis of Champaigre, wherein not long ſince was 
ere&ed an Univerfiry by Charles Guiſe, Cardinal of Lorrain, Arch- 
biſhop. and Duke of Rhemes. In this Univerſity among other Colledpes, 
theres one appointediforthe education-of young Engliſh fugitives.
